ILL BE DECLARED VOID 


If United States Adopts British Pol- 
icy in Transvaal, Which Is 
Likely — Such a Course 
Will Wipe Out Vast 
Claims. 


Washington, July 8.—The position of the 
British government relative to the various 
mining, railroad ani other concessions 
in the Transvael is fully disclosed in a 
bive book covering this subject, which 
has just reached Washington. The sub- 
ject is of the very first importance to the 
state end war departments, as claims of 
- Yast amownts already are on file in these 
departments based on telegraph and rail- 
road franchises granted by the Spanish 
government prior to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. If these way be legally vacated, 
the effect of such a decision would be far- 
reaching, and the. action of the British 
government may establish a precedent. 
The most important of the concessions in 
our insular possessions and in Cuba are 
claimed by English corporations. 

The issue was made last September 
when Sir Alfred Milner, the British high 
commissioner, issued the celebratd order 
*9 of 1900"’ giving notice that the British 
government reserves the right to decline 
to recognize or to modify any concession 
made by the late uth African repub- 
lic “‘without proper legal authority, or 
contrary to law, or the conditions of 
which have not been duly complied with, 
or which appeared to affect prejudicially 
the interest of the republic.” 

The last clause was of the most sweep- 
ing character, and the British government 
appointed a «ommission to pass ipon the 
whole subject. This commission has made 
an exHaustive report, set out in the blue 
book, laying down some important princi- 
ples. One intereSting statement in the 
teginning is this: 

“On the ist of September, 1900, her late 
tnajesty annexed the territories and ob- 
iterated the sovereignty cf the South 
African republic. . . . It is clear that 
a state which has annexed another is not 
legally bound by any contracts made by 
the state which has ceased to exist, and 
that no court of law has jurisdiction to 
enforce such contracts if the annexing 
#tate refuses to recognize them.’’ é; 

The commission also asserts the right 
to “examine whether the rights which it 
fs asked to recognize have in fact been 
duly acquired,” a point of paterent in the 
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. It. accepts Sir ; 
bat “iiportant “siigzes- 


tion in the declaration that the new gov- 
ernment ig justified in canceling or modl- 
“fving a concession when “the mainte- 
mance of the concession is injurious to 
the public interest.” 

The conclusidbns of the commissioners 
have not yet be2n accepted and enunciat- 
ed by the British government itself 50 
far as the blue book shows, The corre- 
epondence is brought up to Apri) 19th last. 


BARRED FROM INDIAN LANDS. 


The Persons Who Are Disqualified 
Are Specified. 
Washington, July 8.—Commissioner Her- 
mann, of the general land office, has is- 
sued a general circular specifying the per- 
gons who are disqualified from making 
homestead entry in the Wichita and Kio- 
wa, Comanche and Apache ceded lands. 

Those disqualified are as follows: 

Any person who has an existing home- 
stead entry on or after June 6, 1900, 
abandoned or relinquished such entry; 
a married woman, unless deserted or 
abandoned by her husband; those not 
citizeris or who have not declared such 
intention; any one under twenty-one 
years of age, not the head of a family, 
unless he served in the army or navy 
fourteen or more days in actual war; 
proprietors of over 160 acres of land any- 
where; any one who has perfected title 
to a homestead of 16 acres by proof of 
residence and cultivation for five years, or 
under section 2, act of June 15, 1880; any 
one whose title acquired and now being 
acquired by him under the public land 
laws, in pursuance of entries made since 
August 30, 189, with the tract now 
sought to be entered, will make an ag- 
gregate of over 120 acres of non-mineral 
land. 


HONESTY COST HIM TIDY SUM. 


But Then George P. Roberts Has a 
Clear Conscience. 

Washington, July 8.—The comptroiler of 
the treasury has passed favorably on a 
claim of $20 in favor of George P. Rob- 
erts, of Tennessee, filed nearly thirty 
years ago. Mr. Roberts was a member 
of Captain David Beaty’s company of in- 
dependent scouts, which never had’ been 
regularly mustered into the service. Con- 
gress recognized their services in 1870 and 
Mr. Roberts originally was allowed $1,084. 
Mr. Roberts, however, had served com- 
pulsorily in the confederate service and 
did not join Captain Beaty’s scouts until 
August 1, 1864. He, therefore, returned 
the check to the treasury and asked that 
he be paid for his actual! services. This 
was on December 6, 1/871, and now the 
matter has been settied. Roberts's hon- 
esty resulting in his waiting thirty years 
and the governmént making a big saving. 


IN SPITE OF STOKES;sSS DEATH 


Comtest Case from His District Will 
Be Pushed. 

Washington, July .8.—Alexander Mc- 
Dowell. clerk of the house. of repre- 
sentatives, today opened and sent to the 
public printer the testimony in the con- 
test case of John J. Lentz vs. Emmett 
Tompkins, involving the congressional 
seat from the Twelfth Ohio district. 
Tompkins’s majority was only eighteen, 
and. Lentz alleges that it was secured 
by the use of money. Tompkins makes 
denial of all the charges, but offers no 
testimony. 

This is the last contest case to be 
opened by the clerk. These are seven of 
them. One involves the contest from the 
Seventh South Cafolina district over the 
seat which was accorded to Dr. Stokes, 
who has since died. According to prece- 
dents in the house, the contest will be 
prosecuted regardless of Stokes’s death. 
In four cases in which notice of contest 
was given the contestants failed .to file 


their paprra. 


FEARFUL WORK 
BY THE PLAGUE 


China Is Being Ravaged y 
the Dread Disease 


DEATH LIST 1S APPALLING 


Consul Johnson Reports That at 
Amoy There Are as Many as a 
Hundred Deaths Daily—The 
Plague Appeared Earlier 
Than Usual. 


Washington, July $8.—Consul Johnson, at 
Amoy, China, reports to the secretary of 
state the appearance of plague at that 
place two weeks earlier than usual this 
year. His statement 1s dated May 1i4th. 
He says he has refused to permit Chinese 
steerage passengers to depart for Ma- 
niia, and adds: 


“The spread of the plagme during the 
past ten days has been rapid and the fu- 
talities most appalling. It is impossible 
to give approximately accurate data, as 
no statistics are kept by the officials and 
no amount of inquiry can result in accu- 
rate figures. It is my opinion, based upon 
the most reliable data rom native 
sources, that during the week just closed 
there were as many as one hundred 
deaths per day in Amoy and its suburbs. 
The same condition of affairs exists in 
surrounding cities within thirty miles of 
Amoy.”’ « 


The representative of marine service at 
Hong Kong aiso reports the earlier ap- 
pearance of the disease in chat city and 
a more rapid spread than usual, He says 
that several Europeans have been at- 
tacked. 


PAYMENT OF CUBAN BONDS. 


This Government Will Not Interfere 
in tke Matter. 


Washington, July 8.—It was ascertained 
at the war department today that it is 
not the intention of this government to 
interfere in Cuba to the extent of pre- 
venting the payment of Cuban bonds 
should the new government of Cuba de- 
termine to assume the bonds issued by 
the so-called former government and 
junta, ; 

Under the tne dhe nara ym © the amount 
»-O£-the indeb is=lTfmited by the 
provision that the new government shall 
not assume or contract any public debt 
which the ordinary revenues of the gov- 
ernment will not pay the fnterest upon 
and also create a sinkin~ fund to pay 
after defraying the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. Under this clause the United 
States will determine when the 
either contracted or assumed has reached 
a limit. It is stated that the independ- 
ence of Cuba carries with ft the right to 
create obligations and to incur indebted- 
ness with these limitations. 
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FAMOUS DISPATCH TO DEWEY. 


Rear Admiral Crowninshield Says 
He Is the Author. 

Washington, July 8—Rear Admiral A. 
S. Crowninshield,: chief of the bureau of 
navigation, today issued a formal state- 
ment to the effect that he is the author 
of the famous dispatch to Admiral Dewey 
crdering him to proceed from Hong Kong 
to Manila and there capture or destroy 
the Spanish fleet. Admiral Crowninshield 
states that he wrote the dispatch in the 
white house and submitted it to both At- 
torney General Griggs and the president, 
and that the only change made in the 
dispatch as he wrote it was the addition 
of either the word ‘‘capture’’ or the word 
“destroy.’’ The dispatch, according to 
Adimira}] Crowninshield, was then handed 
to Lieutenant Whittlesley, who took it to 
Secretary Long and, after the latter had 
signed it, sent it to Admiral Dewey. 

In conclusion, Admral Crowninshield 
says that whatever credit comes from 
having given the order belongs to the 
president and Secretary Long. 


MONEY WANTED FOR DELAY. 


Cramps Present Claim on Account of 
Battleship Alabama. 

Washington, July 8—The navy depart- 
ment has been advised that the iesars. 
Cramps, of Philadelphia, have a ciaim of 
about $264,000 against the government for 
delay incident to furnishing armor for 
the battleship Alabama. The delay Was 
caus by the controversy in congress 
as to the quality of armor and pending 
the controversy no armor was available. 

The Alabama was begun in December, 
1896, and under the three years’ contract 
would have been completed in December, 
1899. But owing to the lack of armor 
the ship was not actually completers for 
many months after this time. Other 
claims will be made for delay in furnigsh- 
ing armor to the Illinois, Wisconsin and 
three ships of the Maine class. 


COULD NOT LIVE ON SALARY. 


Three Thousand a Year Not Enough 
for Consul Stowe. 


Weshington, July 8.—The resignation of 
James G. Stowe, United States consul 
general to Cape Town, has been received 
at the state department. 

The resignation was based on the utter 
inadequacy of the sa'tary of the post, us 
the $3,000 salary allowed by congfress won't 
defray the cost of maintaining a family in 
modest conditions at Cape Town. The 
United States consul general is the worst 
salaricd consular officer at the Gape. A 
Stowe was appointed from Kansas City, 
Mo. The vacancy has not yet been filled. 


GREAT BRITAIN GIVES THANKS 


For the Hospital Ship Maine, Pre- 
sented by Baker. ’ 

London, July 8—When asked, in the 
house of commons, today as to what 
public ecknowledgment was intended of 
the gift of Bernard Baker, of Baltimore, 
Md., of the hospital ship Matne to the 
British navy, A. J. Balfour, the govern- 
ment leader, said the utmost publicity of 
the thanks of Great Britain for this most 
noble and genecrovs gift had been given 
by the first lord of the admiralty, the 
earl of Selbourne, in the house 2f lords, 
and by the secretary to the adrmiraity, 
P. O. Arnold Foster, in the house -of 
commons, adding: 

“IT am not gware of any mode of giving 
publicity to r rfational thanks that is 
more tive than this.” 
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PUBLIC OFFICE BEING USED 
BY GOVERNOR WHITMARSH 
AS GOOD PERSONAL ‘SNAP’ 


He Has Been Summoned Before 
Philippine Commission for 
investigation, 


10 FEATHER HIS NEST 
NATIVES ARE PLUCKED 


Charged That He Has Used His Po- 
sition To Acquire Valuable 
Lands and Mining Rights. 
Renewed Attacks on 
the Friars. 


Manila, July 8.—The United States Phil- 
ippine commission has ordered H. Phelps 
Whitmarsh,thegovernorof Benguet prov- 
ince, to come to Manila and submit to 
an investigation, owing to the allegations 
that he had been using his position to 
his personal advantage, in acquiring land 
and mining rights from the natives. He 
is at present charged with indiscretion 
and violation of his instructions. The 
commission particularly instructed Gov- 
ernor Whitmarsh to cultivate friendship 
and protect the interests of the Igarrotes 
who suffered from Spanish extortions 
and exploitations. 

Colonel Duval, of the Fourth regi- 
ment, which formerly occupied the prov- 
inces of Union and Benguet, and Dr. 
Kieffer, the regimental surgeon who was 
prominent in the civil administration of 
the province, complained ot Governor 
Whitmarsh’s methods of administering 
his office. 

The commission jis inclined to attribute 
the feeling existing to military opposi- 
tion to civilian authority in Benguet. 
Voluntary statements madé by natives to 
Commissioner Worcester while on a visit 
to Benguet, formed the basis of the in- 
vestigation. General Bell has forwarded 
similar allegations to Manila. 

Two friars who were invited to Calas- 
tao, province of Pangasinan, to celebrate 
a holiday, were mobbed. A native priest 
denounced the action of the people 
whereupon the mob attacked the priest. 
The friars fied. The native papers have 
since inaugurated renewed attacks on the 
friars. 

Generals Chaffee and Wade are at Bat- 
angas. The removal of the military head- 
quarters in southern Luzon from Manila 
to Lipa, in Batangas province, is contem- 
plated. Pardo de Tavera, who has been 
announced as a future member of the 
civil «committee and Genera] Cailles; the 
insuggent leader, whe y. surrender- 
ed. in Laguna province, are going to 
th-t province tomorrow in order to or- 
ganize municipalities. 


PORTO ‘RICAN SUGAR DUTIES. 


Comptroller Tracewell Decides That 
They Must Be Refunded. 

Washington, July 8.—Mr. Tracewell, the 
comptroller of the treasury, decided that 
the secretary of the treasury has under 
the law to refund to Lascelles & Co., of 
New York, the duties paid by them on 
sugar imported from Porto Rico between 
the date the treaty of Paris took effect 
and the date of the approval of the For- 
aker act, The duties so paid amounted 
to over $470,000. This decision is based 
upon the recent insular decisions of the 
supreme court. Other claims are on file 
for refunds amounting to about $1,500,000, 


FOR AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 


Hereafter Each Institution Will Re- 
ceive $25,000 Annually. 


Washington, July 8.—The treasury de- 
partment today drew warrants aggregat- 
ing $1,200,000, or $25,000 each for forty-five 
states and two territories, being the max- 
imum amount provided for congress in 
the act of August 30, 1890, for the endow- 
ment and maintenance of colleges for 
the benefit of agriculture and mechanic 
arts. This act provided a minimum sum 
of $15,000 for that. year with an annual 
increase of $1,000 for ten years up to 
$25,000. The maximum is now reached, 
and hereafter each of the states and ter- 
ritories will receive annually this sum for 
its agricultural golleges. This money is 
the proceeds of the sale of public lands. 


NO TARIFF LEAGUE FORMED. 


Report of Combine Against the 


United States Is Denied. 


Washington July 8.—Assistant Secreta- 
ry of State Hill had his attention drawn 
today to a report printed in a Vienna 
newspaper to the effect that Austria, Ger- 
many and Russia had formed a tariff 
league directed against the United States 
and that Italy and France were likely to 
join the league. Dr. Hill said that there 
was nothing in the information reaching 
the department to bear out such a report, 
and he regarded it as having no basis of 
fact. 


Bowen Receives His Instructions. 


Washington, July 8—Mr. Bowen, the 
new minister to Venezuela, today received 
his final instructions, but will not leave 
the United States for a month, as there 
is no pressing need of his presence in 
Venezuela. His instructions are a repeti- 
tion of Minister Loomis’s instructions. 


Sunstroke Kills Agent Wickersham. 


Washington, July 8.—The state depart- 
ment has received information of the 
death from sunstroke on the 5dth instant 
of Robert O'Neil Wickersham, vice and 
deputy commercial agent of the United 
States at Castellamare di Stabia, Italy. 
He had been tn the consular service since 
1879. 


Charbon in Arkansas. 


Texarkana, Ark., July 8.—Considerable 
excitement was created here today by the 
announcement of Dr. T. A. Mitchell, city 
veterinary, that two well déveloped cases 
of charbon or milzbrand had been dis- 
covered here, series the past few weeks 
several horses have died, presumably from 
gianders, but the discovery of charbon 
contradicts this, Dr. Mitchell fears an 
epidemic. 


To Entertain American Engineers. 


Mexico City, July 8.—Preparations are 
making for the reception and entertain- 
ment of the American institute of mining 
engineers who will hold their meetings 
here in November.

London, July 8&—A circular issued by 
Bryant & May announces that an agree- 
ment has been made to acquire the busi- 
ness of the Diamond Match Company, of 
Liverpool, for £480,000, to be provided by 
a new issue of Bryant & May shares. 
The Liverpool company is one of the 
subsidiaries started by the . American 
company, and by the purchase Bryant & 
May presumably acquire a free field 
here, as the agreement between the Amer. 
ican and Liverpool companies provides 
that the former shall not compete for 
the match trade of the United Kingdom. 


STORM IS RAGING IN HAYTI. 


Many Lives Have Been Lost and 
Many Vessels Wrecked. 


Port au Prince, via Haytien Cable, 
July 8.—A violent storm has been raging 
for three days over the southern part of 
Hayti and San Domingo. Five persons 
were killed at Jacmel and nine people lost 
their lives at Les Cayos. Several sailing 
vessels have been wrecked. The region 
between Cotui and La Vega and the city 
of Santo Domingo has been inundated. 
Telegraphic commupicaticn is completely 
interrupted with Santo Domingo. The 
rivers have overflowed. A high wind con- 
tinues as this dispatch Is sent. ° 


Rain Saves Indian Crops. 


London, July 8.—The viceroy of India, 
Lord Curzon, of Keddleston, telegraphs 
that the rainfall in the Bombay Deccan, 
Central provinces, eastern Bengal, Bur- 
mah and Assam has been sufficient for 
agricultural purposes. There has been 
a good rainfall at Guijerat. The total

IN FRAMING PLATFORM 
THEY WON'T BE RADICAL 


None of the Predicted Dramat'‘c 
Scenes in the Convention Will 
Materialize — Labor Men 
Are Urging Monnett for 
Attorney General. 


Columbus, O., July 8.—The democratic 
ticket of Ohio will be Kilbourne and How- 
ells as things stand tonight. The plat- 
form will be conservative. None of the 
expected dramatic scenes in the conven- 
tion will come about. An unexpected 
scene may occur before the ballot for 
governor is taken, as John IL. Zimmer- 
man is being urged to withdraw his name 
and move that Colonel James Kilbourne 
be: nominated by acclamation. But under 
no circumstances will Zimmerman accept 
second place. After he gave his ulti- 
matum tonight to the many persistent 


‘appeals from the Kilbourne men for him 


to accept the nomination for Heutenant 
governor, it was practically settled that 
Anthony Howells, who was formerly state 
treasurer and consul to Cardiff under 
President Cleveland, would be nominated 
for the second place. 

While the aspirants for the other places 
on the ticket are hustling tonight and 
their friends are yelling, there are two 
opposing conferences in session on the 
platform. In the conference of the con- 
servatives, ex-Attorney General Harmon, 
Harlan Cleveland and others are explain- 
ing their platform. The other conference 
is conducted by Temporary Chairman 
Salen, Judge Blandin and fifteen other 
Johnson men who came from Cleveland 
today to urge what is known as the 
Cuyahoga county convention platform. In 
the intercourse that took place between 
these conferees tonight the Cleveland del- 
egates were insisting to the last on their 
plank on taxation, but they were no 
longer pressing other ‘‘new departures.”’ 

After the arrival of J. Zimmerman 
and his friends from Springfield at noon, 
there were repeated conferences for the 
purpose of inducing Mr. Zimmerman to 
accept second place, but he declined and 
insisted that his name would be present- 
ed for governor. He sald: 


“A young man like myself can afford 
to be defeated for governor, but I cannot 
afford Ry be buried in the HNeutenant gov- 
ernorsifip.”’ 

The only difference over the platform 
is in the verbiage of the plank for a 
revision of the taxation laws. The John- 
son men want to name the railways, 
while the McLean men want this phrase- 
Ology in general terms. It is conceded 
that there will be no reference to mu- 
nicipal ownership or to the Kansas City 
platform. The platform as now drafted 
will say that the money question !s set. 
tled and will demand reformations on 
new issues, notably local and state taxa- 
tion, home rule in municipalities, includ- 
ing municipal ownership and opposition 
to all trusts. 

Val Fitzpatrick, of Cleveland, vice pres- 
ident of the Railway Trainmen, came here 
from his work in New York to urve the 
nomination of Frank 8S. Monnett for at- 
torney general. Monnett was attorney 
general of this state from 189% to 1900 
as a republican. He supported Bryan last 
year on the anti-trust issue and is now 
in full accord with the ‘proposed new de- 
parture’’ of Mayor Johnson, who has 
written letters favoring Monnett. The 
McLean men are opposing Monnett openly 
and vigorously. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE ON A SHIP. 


Fifteen Cases on Board French

Marseilles, July 8.—Since the arrival. here 
yesterday of the French steamer Laos, 
Captain Flandin, from Yokohama, May 
23d, with fifteen cases of the bubonic 
viague among the Arab =+:tokers, two 
deaths have ocqurred on board. The Laos 
left Colombo June 16th, and Djibouti ten 
days later. 

As yet no cases have developed among 
the passengers or the remainder of the 
crew, aggregating 317. The author™ttes 
are taking every precaution in the way of 
isolation and are enforcing a ten days’ 
quarantine.

MASKED AS MAN, 
WOMAN FORCED 


That Is the Charge Brought 
Against Ellis Glenn, 


SHE'S RELYING ON HER SEX 


Claims That She Will Prove a Man 
D:d the Forging—Alleges She 
Masqueraded as Man To 
Save Her Twin 
Brother. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 8.—Ellis 
Glenn, the woman who, it is alleged, 
masquerading as._a man, forged notes for 
$1,400 over the names of George and 
Vesta Hoover, was put on trial today. 

Ellis Glenn says she is Ellis Glenn and 
not E. B. Glenn, the alleged man who Its 
supposed to have done the forging. She 
had a twin brother, she says, whom she 
tried to save from punishment in Illinois 
by masquerading as a man, but she 
claims that at that time she was not 
aware of the forgery committed in Penn- 
sylvania. 

It is asserted by some that the prisoner 
is not the E. B. Glenn; they knew her, 
and others again say that the two are 
really one and the same person. The ac- 
cused relies on her sex to prove her in- 
nocence. She says that proof will be ad- 
duced showing that beyond doubt the 
person who did the forging was a man. 

The woman was brought here from 
Illinois, where she had been convicted 
for forgery and sent to the penitentiary 
as a man. When delivered to the prison 
authorities her sex was discovered and 
she was turned over to the sheriff here to 
be tried for the Hoover forgeries. 


THOUGHT HE WAS A BURGLAR. 


So Edwa-ds Shot and Instantly 


Killed Charles Waltz. 

Akron, O., July 8.—Charles Waltz was 
shot and instantly killed by John W. 
Edwards, a Barberton photographer, last 
night, ~being mistaken for a burglar. 
Waltz with stme frMerds stopped at Ea- 
wards’ house uuring the night and de- 
manded admittance. A window was 
broken and Edwards fired through the 
opening. No search was made, but 
later a policeman found Waltz dead, 
shot through the heart. It is probable 
there will be no arrest. 


BULLETS FOR THREE NEGROES. 


Arkansas Officers Trying To Quiet 
Disturbance at Dance. 

Little Rock, Ark., July 8&—News was 
received here today of a battle near Sweet 
Home, this county, in which three ne- 
groes were shot, two fatally, by Constable 
Ww. F. Hobbs, of Badgett township, and a 
deputy. The officers were attempting to 
quiet a disturbance at a negro dance, «nd 
a number of the negroes opened fire. A 
hole was shot through Constable Hobbs’s 
hat and one of his eyes was badly burn- 
ed. The officers returned the fire and 
wounded three of the negroes. Lillie 
Rlake, colared, was severely wounded. 
After the officers exhausted their ammu- 
nition, they were ccmpelled to retire. 


NOT GUILTY OF GAMBLING. 


Arkansas Loses First Case Under the 
Drastic New Law. 

Little Rock, Ark., July 8—A jury of 
twelve business men today returned a 
verdict of not guilty in three cases of the 
state vs. Bob Furth, charged with vio- 
lating the new anti-gambling law. It 
was alleged that Furth opened and ran 
clubrocms in violation of the new law. 
The trial was in a magistrate’s court. 

The city authorities have recently 
closed the clubrocms under the old law 
which provides for fines against players 
as well as gambling house proprietors and 
dealers. Under the new law Furth w3s 
arrested each day, and it was claimed 
kris clubroom:s were kept open meanwhile. 


MISS ANNA GILMAN IS INSANE.

Brooklyn. 

New York, July 8.—A sheriff's jury in 
the supreme court, Brooklyn, today de- 
clared Miss Anna King Gilman, half sis- 
ter of the late millionaire tea merchant, 
George F. Gilman, insane.

Arkaasas Railroad, Express and Tel- 
egraph Companies Assessed. 

Idttle Rock, Ark., July 8—The state 
board of railway assessors today com- 
pleted the work of assessing for taxation 
the property of the railroads, express, 
te‘egraph and sleeping car companies in 
Arkansas. The grand total valuation is

Syracuse, N. Y., July 8.—Attornep 
Frederick D. White, son of Ambassador 
to Germany Andrew D. White, commite 
ted suicide tonight. He had been suffer- 
ing from neurasthenta. 

He went to a bathroom at his home 
and shot himself in the head with a rifle. 

It is said the cause of the suicide was 
ill health, following typhoid fever and 
nervous prostration as a result of the hot 
wave, which, it is said, brought on 
melancholia. 

Mr. White had been about town during 
the afternoon and appeared bright and 
hopeful, and it is’ believed that he did 
not premeditate suicide. From the ap- 
pearance of the body when found it is 
supposed that he placed the barrel of the 
rifle in his mouth and discharged it with 
his foot. 

He was the only son of Ambassador 
White. He was born in Ann Arbor in 
1859 and practiced law and managed his 
father’s and his own property. 


HANNA AND MORGAN CONFER. 


Ohio Senator Says He Called To Pay 
His Respects. 


New York, July 8—Senator Hanna, 
President Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and C. A. Griscom, of the Amer- 
ican line, called at the office of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. today. Senator Hanna said 
that he called simply to pay his respects 
to Mr. Morgan and that no conference 
was held concerning the reported coal 
ccmbination. 

Mr. Cassatt declined to say what was ; 
discussed. It was said in Wall street 
that no formal consolidation of the bi- 
tuminous coal interests is likely to be 
announced for some months, but that 
there is a movement in that direction.

E. L. Poor, who organized this com- 
pany, which boomed Hackensack in lively 
fashion, was the New York stock ex- 
change member of Marquand & Co. The 
assets of the company, it was stated in 
court, are $412,000 and the liabilities are 
$418,000. 


RECOUNT OF GOLD ORDERED. 


Shortage at Mint Has Made the Of- 
ficials Uneasy. 

San Francisco, July 8.—The federal offi- 
cers who are investigating the shortage 
of $30,000 in the mint, have employed an 
expert accountant to go over the books 
and also have ordered a recount of the 
$47,000,000 in the vaults. When the short- 
age was discovered the gold was counted 
by sacks, but every sack is now to be 
opened and the gold counted by weigh- 
ing. This cannot be done in less than a 
week. No arrest has yet been made in 
connection with the affair. 


PIERCE AND THAYER NAMED 


To Succeed J. Kennedy Todd and 
Henry Marquand. 


New York, July 8.—The directors of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railway to- 
day elected H. C. Pierce, of St. Louis, 
and Nathaniel Thayer, of Boston, direc- 
tors in place of J. Kennedy Todd and 
Henry Marquand, resigned.

The evi- 
dence for the state makes out a case of 
brutal and cold-blooded murder. Severa! 
Witnesses testified that Scott had left 
his son in law’s house, when the latter 
rushed out with two brick bats in hand, 
and, knocking the old man down, jumped 
on him and cut him in the most fearful 
manner. -Mrs. Scott testified that her 
husband, who was drunk, had come to 
the house and had some words with her 
about working for her son in law. She 
had not been living with her husband for 
several months. Johnson, who was up- 
stairs lying down,heard his father in law's 
remark and pursued him as he:left the 
house with the results as stated. The 
@efense introduced witnesses to show 
Scott’s bad character and that he had 
been engaged in many difficulties. The 
¢ase will probably reach the jury tomor- 
row afternoon. 

The killing occurted during the Sam 
Jones meeting and “was referred to by 
the evangelist as an evidence of the 
state of lawlessness as well as the dis- 
regard of Sabbath laws existing in Sa-

“DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Brunswick's Big Hotel Is Struck 
by. Lightning, 
BLAZE FOUND IN CUPOLA 


Fire Department, Aided by Volun- 
teers, Has a Hard Fight for 
Two Hours, and Nearly 
All of the Rooms 
Drenched. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
Oglethorpe, Brunswick’s massive brick 
hotel building, was struck by lightning 
this afternoon and the fire, which was 
started in the cupola, burned for two 
hours before being discovered. The 
flames we-re smothered and for hours af- 
ter the discovery it tock the combined 
efforts of the Brunswick fire department 
and a volunteer force, consisting of every 
available citizen, to subdue the conflazgra- 
tion and assist the guests in removing 
their belongings. 

The estimated damage is between $15,- 
000 and $20,000, mostly by water, as the 
fire was confined to the cupola towers, 
and the rooms immediately underneath, 
through which an immense volume of 
water was sent down, penetrating even- 
tually the ceilings and floors to the bot- 
tom, drenching many rooms completely 
and loosening the plaster all around. 

The hotel is worth about $150,000, but 
was only insured, together with its. furni- 
ture and fixtures, at $35,000—$25,000 on the 
building and $10,000 on the fixtures and 
furnishings, distributed as follows: Phil- 
adelphia Underwriters, $10,000; Sun, $5,000; 
Liverpool, London and Globe, $10,000; Un- 
derwriters of New York, $5,000; Agricul- 
tural of Watertown, $5,000. 

Hugh Porter, formerly of the Kimball 
house, is the manager. The fire and wa- 
ter came so near to spreading over most 
of the guest rooms on the main floors that 
nearly everything was removed, the fire 
nroving so inaccessible that it required 
an extra larre number of men to pull 
the hose around and climb with it over 
the steep towers of the cupolas. In this 
work there were no laggards, and men 
from every walk of life toiled earnestly. 
Professional men, politicians, society men 
and negroes all responded willingly. 

But few of the guests had anything 
damaged, however, and tonight they are 
arranging their things im roomé that are 
dry enough to be occupied.

Steinacker finally determined that his 
troubles: were more than he could 
bear, so he brought the quarrel to an end 
by drawing one revolver and sending two 
bullets into his breast.

Chicago Journal: A little machine which 
threads 1,000 needles a minute is in Minneapo- 
lis. It was seen by L. 8. Donaldson, of Min- 
neapolis, in St. Gall, Switzerland, on a recent 
visit, and he had it!sent to his place of busi- 
ness in Minnéapolis, merely as an exhibit. The 
purpose of the machine is to thread needles 
that are placed afterwards in an embroidery 
loom for making the Swiss or Hamburg lace. 
The ‘device ts almost erstirely automatic. 
It takes the needle from a hopper, carries it 
along, and threads, ties the knot, cuts the 
thread’ off a uniform length, then carries the 
needle across an Open space and sticks it in a 
rack.

|Erpert Declares There Is No 


Danger from Disease, 


HE HAS WORKED. WITH I 


Destruction of Live Stock in Missis- 
sippi and Other Sections of the 
* Valley Will Prove Harm- 
less in Greater Part 
of Georgia. 


Macon, Ga., July 8&—(Special.)}—Dr. J. 
R. Anderson, of Macon, who is an expert 
in the diseases of horses and other ani- 
mals, says that charbon, or anthrax, 
which is prevailing with destruction in 
Mississippi, cannot spread in Georgia. He 
says: 

“The disease is very rare, and I have 
seen but few cases in Georgia. About 
five years ago I was called fo twat a 
case in Cuthbert, Ga., and I believe this 
is the only case that has ever occurred 
in that section of the state, but there 
have been a few cases around Brunswick, 
for the climatic conditions are favorable 
to it there. 

“The disease is a most common one in 
the_Mississippi valley and it is something 
like the cholera in India. Along about 
this season of the year the heat, which {fs 
humid and is touched with the moisture 
from the lowlands, makes the atmos- 
pheric conditions very favorable for the 
bacillus to live. It is called the rod mi- 
crobe, for the reason that it is shaped 
like a rod or pencil, and it finds good 
soil in the animal which ft attacks, and 
when one animal is affected with it he 
in turn affects several others. I mean 
by this that a mule may contract the 
disease and in drina:ne water out of a 
trough he may leave some of his saliva 
in the water and another animal may 
come up and drink, and he will by this 
means get the microbe or bacillus in his 
system, and so it goes until the whole 
section is infested. 

“When I say the disease cannot live 
in Macon I will explain by saying that 
here the air is dry and there is no mois- 
ture mixed with it, and with such an 
atmospheric or climatic condition the 
germ cannot live. 

“To make my explanation more plain, I 
will say that I take two grains of corn 
and will plant one of them on the curb- 
stone and one in the ground near by. I 
will water them both and they will soon 
sprout. The one on the curbstone will 
thrive for a while, but it will soon die 
for the want of proper soil in which to 
live. The grain in the ground will sprout 
and will grow and will make a corn- 
stalk. 

“This is exactly the way with the an- 
thrax or charbon germ. If it is brought 
here in an animal ‘it may be scattered 
among other animals and will get into 
their systems, but where the soil is not 
favorable they will die. 

"IT do not think—in fact, I am positive— 
that the disease will never amount to 
anything in Macon and the people need 
have no fear of losing their stock by an- 
thrax or charbon. 

“In speaking of the climatic conditions 
of Macon, I would like to say right here 
that it is, in my ‘opinion, one of the 
healthiest places in the world, and I do 
not believe that anv disease could become 
epidemic here, yellow fever or any other 
thing that spreads and kills people in 
the lowlands or low countries. Macon.-is 
in a great measure immune from all con- 
tagious diseases.’’ 


A SURPRISE FOR McCARTHY. 


A New Deputy Internal Revenue 

Collector Appointed at Macon. 

Macon, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—Dr. Cal- 
vin McCarthy, colored, of Macon, who 
has been deputy internal revenue collec- 
tor at Macon for the past three years by 
appointment of Collector Rucker, of At- 
lanta, was succeeded in the office today 
by E. L. Bergstrom, white, who has been 
located in the revenue service at Athens. 
The change was a great surprise to 
Deputy Collector McCarthy, as he was not 
anticipating the loss of his job. He re- 
ceived a letter on last Saturday from 
Collector Rucker directing him to turn 
over the affairs of the deputy’s office 
to Bergstrom. This was the first intima- 
tion or notification Deputy McCarthy had 
of his removal. McCarthy wrote to Col- 
lector Rucker and asked him why he 
had been removed and Rucker replied that 
he had no further information to give 
McCarthy. McCarthy says no charges 
have been preferred azvainst him of which 
he is aware and he does not know why 
another has been appointed in his place. 
The office pays one thousand dollars per 
annum. McCarthy was a colored prac- 
ticing physician in Macon at the time of 
his appointment as deputy collector and 
will resume the active practice of his pro- 
fession.

Corporation Win in Fight in 
Constitutional Convention, 


——— 


REFORMERS BADLY DEFEATED 


ZJssue Was Plain and the Fight a 
Warm One While It Lasted, 
the Conclusion of Satur- 
day Being Largely 
Ovexridden. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 8.—(Special.)— 
The contingent in the constitutional con- 
vention, which slipped up on the corpo- 
rations with a tie vote Saturday in the 
proposed jury reform feature, met an 
overwhelming Waterloo this morning. 
The corporations had rallied all their 
forces over Sunday, and a great many 
members who did not care to get into the 
melee at all found it convenient to re- 
main away. The whole issue turned on 
the damage suit business, and most of 
that business is carried on in Jefferson. 

The issue-was made plain and square, 
and there was no velvet in the language 
used. The fight was opened by two 
speakers against the reform, Long of 
Walker and Thompson of Bibb, who 
boldly charged -that the movement came 
from lawyers who wanted to facilitate 
their verdicts in corporation damage 
suits. 

Captain Frank White deprecated bring- 
ing in the motives of men and said it 
would be as fair to charge that the 
corporation lawyers wanted to retain the 
present rule so that they would have to 
fix only one juror. He put it on the high 
ground of a reform demanded by the 
progress of the tweritieth century. Mr. 
Weatherly, attorney for the Southern 
railway at Birmingham, was frank in 
Ihis speech. ‘There is a prejudice against 
corporations,” he said, “‘and the re- 
quirement of unanimous verdict was a 
protection for them against the preju- 
dice of jurors. Nine men out of twelve 
a@re prejudiced. It was a providential 
thing that of twelve men there was al- 
ways at least one man who could see the 
right unbiaged. This sacred right had 
come down to us impaired by the re- 
formers and it was here for protection 
of the weak against the strong.”’ 

Judge Coleman proposed to amend by 
allowing three-fourths to decide in all 
other civil suits except torts or suits for 
damagés, but that. waa voted down 113 
to 11. 

Mr. Lomax, chairman of the committee, 


.Closed the debate against the change. 


He told the convention plainly that the 
reform would imperil the adoption of the 
constitution. Everybody knew what that 
meant. . 

Mr. Martin, of Calhoun, spoke against 
the “Amerndtient, and Mr. Brooks, of 
Mobile, for it. and when it came to a 
vote it was lost by a vote of 81 to 30. 
The reformers had lost twelve votes 
since Saturday, and the corporations had 
nearly doubled theirs. , 

It is now predicted that the proposi- 
tion to elect railroad commissioners by 
the peopie will go off in the same way. 

At the afternoon session the bill of 
rights. was completed. Governor Jones 
tried to amend it by prohibiting state 
Quarantines from shutting refugees out 
of communities willing to receive them. 
It failed. General Sanford sought to 
Amend by denying to foreigners the same 
property rights with citizens, but it also 
failed. One section, taken from the 
present constitution, declared that there 
should be no suffrage restrictions on ac- 
count of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. Chairman Lomax said the 
committee had retained it because the 
committee thought it would serve a good 
purpose before the supreme court of the 
United States if the suffrage article 
should be attacked. This section was 
bodily stricken out on the grounds that 
the convention did not feel that way and 
Ought not to say so. 

The convention rescinded the resolution 
adopted last week that absentees, ex- 
cept for sickness, shall receive no pay. 
Favorable report was made on the Watts 
ordinance relating to the gubernatorial 
succession which provides that if Gov- 
ernor Jelks should for any reason va- 
cate his office D. J. Meadow, president 
bro tem; A. M. Tunstall, speaker pro tem 
of the house, and the attorney general, in 
the ordér named, shall succeed to the gOvV- 
ernorship. 

The convention refused to accept an 
amendment prohibiting the flogging of 
convicts in Alabama, which is a statu- 
tory provision.

CONDITIONS NOW FAVORABLE

Corn and Other Cereals Are Now 
Taking On New Life and Plant- 
ers Are Satisfied. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8.—(Special.)—Sec- 
tions of Mississippi where visited by 
showers during the past week, resulting 
in great benefit to cotton and corn, es- 
pecially in communities where there had 
been no rain for several weeks and mois- 
ture was badly needed. 

Conservative reports received from the 
principal cotton growing centers of the 
State are of an encouraging nature, and 
with average weather from now on it 
is assured that Mississippi will have a 
bounteous yield of the staple. While 
the crop will be from two to three weeks 
late throughout the State, the plant hag 
attained an advanced rrowth hardly to 
be expected in view of the unfavorable 
weather early in the season when much 
replanting was necessary. 

Delta planters report that cotton is well 
fruited for this season of the year and 
is clean and free from weeds. It is dif- 
ficult to tell just yet to what extent 
the charbon epidemic in Bolivar county 
will affect the delta crop, but as the work 
animals are being rapidly killed off, it 
is feared that it will be impossible to 
gather the entire crop in that county. 

An Adams county farmer reports that 
he has 500 acres in: cotton, an average 
sample stalk from which bears thirty- 
eight bolls, six blossoms and eighty-nine 
forms, the stalk being forty-four inches 
in height. This is unusually good cotton 
for that section. 


INCREASE IN ASSESSMENTS. 


Mississippi Shows Jump of $4,000,- 
000 Over Last Year. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from the various counties where 
the personalty assessments for 1901 have 
been completed and filed indicate that 
the increase over the assessment of last 
year will not be less than $4,000,000, and 
it may be somewhat in excess of that 
sum. 

The first reports received were not en- 
couraging, several of the larger counties 
showing very small increases, and it was 
the belief among those who keep posted 
on the subject of assessments and taxa- 
ble valyes that the recapitulation of this 
year’s assessments would reveal a sum 
only slightly in excess of last year. Later 
reports, however, are more gratifying, 
especially those from the southern sec- 
tion of the state, which made large in- 
creases last year and are repeating the 
performance this year. The county of 
Jefferson, which has a personalty valua- 
tion only slightly in excess of a half 
million dollars, this year shows an in- 
crease of over $90,000, and Lee county, 
with a million dollar personal assessment, 
makes a 10 per cent increase, the latter 
showing that the northern part of the 
state is also coming rapidly to the front. 
A $4,000,000 increase this year means an 
increase in state taxes alone of $24,000. 


TRUCK FARMERS ARE PLEASED. 


Mississippi Shippers Are Receiving 
the Highest Prices Known. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8.—(Special.)—Con- 
trary to the usual rule, truck farmers in 
Mississippi are now receiving better prices 
for their products at the very end of 
the season than were offered when the 
first shipments were offered. This is es- 
pecially true of the tomato, the top 
crop of which is now being marketed, 
only a few days ago the price going as 
high as $1.03 per crate for choice stock. 
The era of good prices at this late period 
of the season is undoubtedly caused by 
the scarcitv of vegetables in some sec- 
tions of the middle west that have been 
suffering from a protracted drought. 

The movement of fine peaches to the 
northern markets will commence about 
the middle of the present month. The 
peaches shipped thus far have been of 
the lower grades. Watermelons and can- 
taloupes of home growth are now coming 
in, but the supply thus far has been con- 
sumed by the local markets. 

Not since 1896 have the truck farmers 
in Mississippi enjoyed such a prosperous 
year. Every variety of fruit and vegeta- 
bles grown has yielded splendidly and 
the growers have made money on every- 
thing forwarded. As the result of this 
season of prosperity there will undoubt- 
edly be an increased acreage next year. 


LOUISIANA WANTS TOO MUCH. 


Boundary Dispute Not Liable To Be 
Settled in Short Time. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8.—(Special.)—In a 
recently published interview Hon. Walter 
A“ White, one of the prominent members 
of the Mississippi-Louisiana joint boun- 
darv commission, declares that the Lou- 
isiana commissioners are demanding much 
more than the Mississippi commissioners 
will be willing to concede. 

The Mississippi commissioners are at- 
taching but little importance to the maps 
and briefs that have been prepared by 
their colleagues, and it is believed that 
when the next joint session is held Mis- 
sissippi will decline to accept these maps 
and briefs as a basis for agreement. The 
lack of interest in the dispute at present 
is accounted for by reason of the fact that 
the oyster fishine season on the gulf 
coast will not open until Sertember, but 
at that time the customary wrangling 
and dispute mav be expected.

Curious Burial Customs. 


New York Herald: On the ivory coast, 
in west Africa, between the rivers Ban- 
dama #nd N2i, there lives a curious negro 
tribe, known as the Baule, and which is 
a mixture of several races. So curious is 
it that M. Maurice Delafosse, a colonftal 
Official, has thought it well worthy 
study, and he now narrates interesting 
facts about it. 

The coffins used ‘by the negroes, he says, 
are rectangular, and each is fashioned 
cerefully out of a large block of acajou 
wood, The sides, moreover, are orna- 
mented with colored bas reliefs, ani the 
cover is usually wrought in most artistic 
style. Asan :xample of such a cover, M. 
Delafosse presents one, which was made 
in 1895 for the mummy of a chieftain 
named Nyango Kuassi. On it the chief- 
tain is represented lying on a leopard 
skin, which ha3 been artistically engrav- 
ed, the spots therein being shown by 
saqvares, cut out of the wood. 

Above the dead man is an engraving of 
en umbrella, the symboi of his high pos!l- 
tion on earth, and beneath it a box of car- 
tridges has been drawn. On the left is 
represented the gold-hilted saber watch 
he wore on oarale, and above it is an 
engraving of his favorite drinking cup. 
On the right in like manner may_be seen 
drawings of his dagger and of his gun.

Below the corpse is a.death’s head and 


the figure of a woman, who is holding in 
her band a saucer, filled with bread. The 
death's head represents that one among 
the dcad man's slaves, who, according to 
ancient custom. should have been +vacri- 
ficed at the time of his death, but whos? 
jife was spared at the intercession of M. 
VDelafcsse. 

Ordinary Baule negroes are buried 4s 
soon as they die, but those of high rank 
are rarely buried for seven months, and 
scme even are not buried for seven years. 
In the latter cases the body is embalmed, 
and then remains in a room where death 
occurred until it is placed in the coffin. 
Sait. alcohol and +alm wine are the main 
ingredients used in embalming, and cat- 
ton, with which gold dust is sometimes 
mixec, serves to conceal the openings 
which the operator hes made in the 
body. 

Frequently thin plates of gold are a'so 
placed as a shield over the countenance, 
end all the ornanients that were worn in 
Ife are spread over tue body. So the 
dead man lies on the mat where he died, 
and such is the influence of the air and 
the heat that within two months his hody 
is transformed into a mummy. This was 
what happened to the body of Nyango 
Kvressi, for it lay seven months in tne 
Centh chamber before it was taken cut 
to burial.

A meeting of the national council of 
education in Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation hall this morning and the first 
session of the department of Indian edu- 
cation in Central Methodist Episcopal 
church opened the fortieth annual con- 
vention of the National Bducationa] As- 
sociation. 
eral body will not be held until tomorrow 
afternoon. The national council of edu- 
eation is a co-ordinate body of the nation- 
al association, composed of a number of 
the foremost educaters who, through the 
council, lead the thought of the general 
association. 

The paper of the morning before the 
council was read by William T. Harris, 
national commissioner of education, on 
“Isolation in the School; How It Hinders 
and Helps.”’ 

Mr. Harris's advocacy of isolation pre- 
cipitated a lengthy discussion from the 
floor, Colonel Parker, of Chicago, and 
others opposing the idea of isolation and 
saying the true life was community life. 

In the afternoon Elmer E, Brown, of 
the University of California, read a pa- 
per on ‘‘Eudcational Progress During the 
Past Year.” He said: “The characteris- 
tic word of progress during the past year 
has been expansion. Educational expan- 
sion has been the accompaniment of po- 
litical and industria) expansion. 

“The great accumulators of wealth have 
been giving largely to educational insti- 
tutions. These great benefactions have 
raised anew the question of liberty of 
teaching. It is doubtful whether there is 
any general or serious danger threatening 
real and reasonable academic freedom, 
The discussion of scientific temperance 
instruction has brought forward the ques- 
tion of freedom of teaching in another 


form.

WILL OF ROGERS IS A JOKE. 


Eccentric Millionaire Added a Codi- 
cil of Queer Character. 

New York, July 8.—All the precautions 
of Jacob 8. Rogers‘to distnherit his rela- 
tives may wo for naught by reason of an 
error—intentional or otherwisé<We made 
in his will, but which, ascerzding to. law- 
yers, must stand as it reads. The error 
appears in the codicil dated October 2, 
1900. The codicil reads: 

“T hereby further will and bequeath to 
my nephew, Theo B. Rogers, Jr., son of 
my brother, Theo B. Rogers, the sum of 
seventy-five thousand thousand dollars. 

“J: S. ROGERS.” 

Thus the codicil gives to his nephew 
$75,000,000, or about ten times the amount 
of the estate. Necessarily it leaves no 
residue for the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. The paragraph, as is the entire will, 
is in the hands of the testator.

STRIKERS SEEM STUBBORK 


But It Is Believed That Next Three 
or Four Days Will Bring De- 
velopments — President 
O’Connell Is at New- 
port News. 


Newport News, Va., July 8.—James 
O’Connell, president of the Znternational 
Association of Machinists, arrived here 
Sunday, and after addressing a meeting 
of the strikers had a conference with 
W. A. Post, general superintendent of 
the Newport News Ship Building and 
Dry Dock Company. He asked Mr. Post 
what the company would do to end the 
strike and Mr. Post informed him that 
the company would make no concessions 
whatever. Mr. O’Connell made no propo- 
sition, but returned and reported the re- 
sult of the conference to the strikers, who 
voted to stay out until their demands 
are granted. 

This afternoon Mr. Post sent a letter 
to E. J. Mulcahy, president of the local 
lodge of machinists, notifying him that 
any of the men applying for work be- 
tween date of letter and 7 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning next would be re-employed. 
Those not intending to return to work 
were notified that they must get their 
tools out of the yard before Thursday, 
as their places would be filled and their 
services would be required no longer. 

It is believed that the next three or 
four days may be productive of develop- 
ménts, though on the surface there is 
no change in the attitude of the strikers. 

Strike Has Not Collapsed. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 8—Business 
Agent Holmes. ef the striking machin- 
ists, today vigorously denied the pub- 
lished statement that the machinists’ 
‘strike in this city was about to collapse. 
Mr. Holmes said that the beginning of 
the eighth week of the strike finds only 
two men returned to work. Mr. Holmes 
said that President O’Connell has been 
under the impression that the local unions 
were affording the strikers ample sup- 
port and that President O’Connell would 
now assist them with large additional 
sums of money to continue the strug- 
gle. 

Strikers Return to Work. 

Waterbury, Conn., July 8.—Most of the 
650 machinists who went out on strike 
May 20th returned to work today and 
the rest are expected to return during 
the week, the strike having been declared 
at an end without concessions on the 
part of the manufacturers. 


PIANO AND ORGAN WORKERS. 


International Union Is in Convention 
at Cincinnati. | 

Cincinnati, July 8.—The Piano and Or- 
gan Workers’ International Union began 
its annual convention here today. Besides 
attempting to settle three strikes now in 
progress at Cincinnati, Baltimore and 
Richmond, Ind., the convention will take 
steps toward securing admission to the 
American Federation of Labor and will 
also consider the project of establishing 
a mammoth piano plant to prevent the 
evils of a centralization of capital in 
the piano industry. The plan does not 
contemplate co-operative, but ordinary 
business arrangements with the interna- 
tional union as the owner of the plant. 
The convention will sit for several days. 


READING STRIKE IS STILL ON. 


Will Probably Continue for an Indef- 
inite Period. 

Reading, Pa., July 8.—Indications late 
tonight are that the strike of Reading 
railroad shop hanis will continue for 
an indefinite period. Acting President 
Welsh today proposed that the shop 
frends go back tomorrow morning, the 
trcuble to be settled under the terms 
agreed to by President Baer, and the men 
to receive three additional days’ pay. 
Thé freight handlers, he proposed, should 
return at the aame time, with the as- 
‘surance that theip grievances would be 
fvily consWered.

Insurance Official: Reports on the 
Endowment Rank. 


SHORTAGE WAS CONCEALED 


Deficit Over $200,000, Whereas a 
Surplus Amount to That Sum 
Has Been Reported. 


Hartford, Conn., July 8—Insurance Com- 
missioner Schofield today made public the 
report of the investigation of the Con- 
necticut igsurance department of the 
Uniformed Rank. Knights of Pythias. 
By the report it appears that the reports 
of the officials of the Connecticut state 
insurance department have not represent- 
ed the true condition of the order. 

In the year ending December 31, 1900, the 
report of the Knights of Pythias officials 
gave total admitted assets of $644,969, with 
liabilities of $419,161, leaving a balance of 
$225,807. The investigation has shown the 
assets on December 30, 1900, to be $334,855, 
and the liabilities $660,123, making a deficit 
Of $225,267, and a difference of $451,075. 

The report of the actuaries, however, 
absolves the present officials of the order 
from blame.

Tacoma, Wash., July 8.—Canton advices 
by the steamer Braemer give details of 
the loss of 300 lives by landslide and flood, 
occurring at Lung Keng, in June. The 
landslide was caused by a tremendous 
earthquake. Native accounts state that

mountains, carrying everything before it. 
Two hundred houses were swept away, 
and the fields swept bare of crops. Sev- 
eral great landslides occurred, carrying a 
large portion of Lung Keng into the bay.

Without a word he placed the muzzle of 
the revolver at the head of his oldest 
ehild: and fired. The next instant he 
killed Erminie, his favorite child. How- 
ard, who was in a bed by himself, at- 
tempted to escape, but his father was 
on him in a moment, and the Iittle fel- 
low, too, went down. He was fatally 
wounded and died an hour afterwards. 

Sydney Locke was a loving father, but 

for months past he had been mentally 
depressed.

BY LEADING DELEGATES 


Rev. C. BE. Sheldon Spoke of the 
Defly Paper and Rev. Mr. 
Dixon Discussed the Saloon. 

Endeavorer in Politics 
Also Discussed. 


Ciacinnati, July 8.—Another beautiful 
day greeted the thousands of Christian 
Endeavorers assembled here in their 
twentieth annual convention. 

The programme as arranged by the 
committee made this the great day of 
the convention. Many meetings were 
held and all were large and enthusiastic. 
The Music Hall auditoriums were in use 
during the morning; noon and evening. 
The Junior Endeavorers met at the First 
Lutheran church, where Treasurer Wil- 
liam Shaw, of Boston, delivered an ad- 
dress on “How to Hold the Boy,’’ He 
said in part: 

“Win his friendship in any legitifiate 
way. Don't be forever saying: ‘Don't.’ 
Do give him something to do. Remember 
that boys are hero worshippers; that they 
admire masterful men and women: that 
letting them have their own way does 
not win them: that a firm hand and a 
warm heart are absolutely necessary. 

“Don’t be goody-goody. Don’t have the 
hero of all your illustrations a beautiful, 
sweet, little girl. Give the boy a chance 
to win, even if he is homely and rough 
and a trifle unconventional. It is a sign 
of life. Direct it and use it rather than 
simply try to suppress it. Don’t always 
blame the boy for your lack of ability to 
interest him. Don’t let him grow up 
with the idea that only women are in- 
terested in religious work. If the Junior 
superintendent is a lady, get a man be- 
fore the society once and awhile, but be 
sure he is a man. If, after you have 
done your best, you still find that the 
boys will not come with fhe little girls, 
then organize a Boys’Juntor Society with 
athletic and other features, as well as 
prayer meetings and Bible work. Do 
something, anything, everything—but hold 
the boys, for they are the coming men.”’

But 
if the greatest battles are to be fought, 
the best of soidiers. with the best arms, 
will be needed; for we are to undertake 
that of which the psalmist speaks, ‘Break 
thou the arm of the wicked and the evil 
man; seek out his wickedness till thou 
finds none.’ Before undertaking so great 
a task we may well inquire of ourselves 
with the patriarch of Uz, ‘Hast thou an 
arm like ?” Should the Master come 
today and say to us, ‘Stretch forth thine 
arms,’ would he find them withered or 
covered and cumbered so that the battle 
could be easily turned against us? Cer- 
tainly not In every case. The magnificent 
work performed by thig society in reach- 
ing its majority forbids any wholesale 
charge of hindered arms. But the put- 
ting of our topic suggests the possibility 
of better things in the future than in 
the past. God is to empower our arms 
and employ them as never before. The 
exigencies and emergencies of the time 
call for the ‘quiet hour.’ In the twentieth 
century we must be so equipped or we 
shall be inadequate to cope with the com- 
bined forces of evil, 

“With arms like God’s we shall be- 
hold a triumphant a reeuy. It will 
never be attached to an evil life. Such 
an arm will ever be associated with a 
clean, strong, heroic, personal life. What- 
ever others do, we shall maintain a high- 
er standard of practical, personal life, 
in keeping the Sabbath day holy, in at- 
tending divine worship, in properly de- 
/ porting ourselves in the house of God 
and before the ‘world, and .n loyalty 
to Christ and the chutch at whatever sSac- 
rifice. Arms are givén to us for service. 
The fact that we have an arm like God’s 
means that we should use it to help 
others, A more victory inviting field 
for the Hndeavorer’s bare brave arm is 
to be found in service for and with the 
children. Truly child salvation is the 
hope of this century. 

“Finally winning the world to Christ 
should absorb us as never before. In 
the home land and in the foreign fields 
that great Divine arm of salvation must 
be revealed. Shall we not resolve that 
as a part of our twentieth century ser- 
vice for Christ and the church we shall 
say to the Lord, ‘‘Here am I, send me.’

Government in America is now. and has 
always ‘been, by parties, and these are a 
necessity. But qa man is released from 
all obligations if his party selects some 
candidate of doubtful character. Let us 
make our protes at this point by bolt- 
ing the ticket. Every Christian Endeav- 
orer ought to be willing to accept public 
office if it were offered to him, even at 
personal sacrifice. He must expect to re- 
celve criticism, for partisanship in this 
country often runs very high. Personal 
abuse is the penalty which men have to 
ay when they acept any public office. 
“or a young man of keen senstbilities 
this is oftentimes most painful, but if 
he views it right, as @ place of trust, he 
will be willing to bear whatever is necés- 
sary while in the discharge of his duty. 
While it is true that parties in the state 
anc nation dre a necessity, in municipal 
matters the municipalfty should be gov- 
erned along broader lines. We must or- 
ganize in our cities to meet combinations 
of evil with combinations of good. We 
shall never. have decent government in 
our great cities until the good are will- 
ing to get together through some organi- 
zation which is persevering and fearless. 

“We are in our cities face to face with 
evil period, and the destinies of the re- 
Public depend, panei? speaking, upon 
rescuing most of our cities from misrule 
and extravagance. Christian Endeayor-

GLAD HOSANNAHS IN CINCINNATI 


WASTED BY FIRE 


Three Hundred Thousand Bush- 
els of Grain Destroyed, 


LIGHTED CIGAR THE CAUSE 


Unknown Man Pitched It Into 
Wheat Stubble and the Confla- 
gration Followed—Fifteen 
Thousand Acres Were 
Burned Over. 


Great Bend, Kans., July 8.—Fifteen 
thousand acres of wheat went up in 
flames here this afternoon. The fire was 
started by an vwnknown man throwing a 
lighted cigar into a fleld of wheat stubble. 
Everything was as dry as tinder and soon 
a destructive fire was in progress. 

All residents here lett their work and 
exhausted every known method for fight- 
ing fires, but to no avail, and it was 
late this evening before the fire was 
under control. 

Roughly estimated, the loss {tn wheat 
will aggregate 300,000 bishels, ‘nearly all 
of which was in stack, 
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great municipal problems and be willing 
to give their service without stint in this 
holy war. What we need now is not men 
to fight for our country, but men who, 
in our great cities, vear in and year out, 
will live for the public weal. It has 
seemed to be for many years that the 
only way we can save our cities and 
our nation is to make this work a re- 
ligious movement of Christian men of 
every sect. without any distinction what- 
soever. This is but a return to a part of 
our religion which has been neglected.’’ 

At the conclusion of his address C. E. 
Eberman, of Pennsylvania, the newly 
elected field secretary, was introduced. 
In view of his resignation as president of 
the Pennsylvania union, the Pennsy'vania 
delegates hid spread the following around 
the hall, with the request that when he 
be introduced everybouy rise and recite 
it, which was done: 

“‘Pennsylvania’s loss, united society’s 
gain.”” We pledge our hearty support to 
the new financial secretary. 

Mr. Eberman was taken completely by 
surprise, as was also President Clark. 
who embraced him, with tears in his eyes. 
Then followed the most profound incident 
of the convention. F. H, Jacobs, of 
Brooklyn, sang “Will there be any stars 
in your crown?” 

Instantly the great hall became as quiet 
aga tomb. 

When he finished for several moments 
there was silence. and then some enthu- 
siast applauded. He.was instantly taken 
up, only to be repressed by the powerful 
presence of President Clark, who exhort- 
ed silence. 


' $Sheldon on Daily Papers. 


Rev. Mr. Sheldon, of Topeka, was In- 
troduced, and he read his address from 
manuscript. He, too, was enthustastical- 
ly received. He spoke of the great insti- 
tution of newspapers, and how he would 
run them, in yart as follows: 

He did not assume, he sald, that there 
were no good dally papers. Neither aid 
he assume tbat the press was hostile to 
suggestions which simply had for their 
object the possible bettering of journal- 
ism; but he did assume that there was a 
very large and undeveloped field open to 
the dally press Which was not at present 
cultivated. 

A marked feature of the paper should 
be, he said, prohibition. and another fea- 
ture the prominence given to the work 
done by Christian §:issionaries. ‘The pa- 
per shoulc also take very large account 
of the social movements of the times. The 
standing question {pits business and 
editor‘al management should be, ‘“‘What 
is the best thing for the best intérest of 
the city? What will promote the welfare 
end happiness and morality of the entire 
family?” He asserted that goodness is 
rews, and could be made to be intensely 
interesting news. Arother large cause 
that the daily should champion js the 
question of the Sunday that America 
ought to have, Cesh without character, 
he said, was poverty; and the nation 
would not have character unless it pre- 
served a Christian Sabbath. The com- 
mercial interests of this republic, he said, 
were playing to the tremendous tnterests 
at stake in the matter of character and 
moral growth of the people, and the daily 
pauper which acknowledged this fact and 
made it prominent wotvld be the paper 
that should hold the place of the highest 
honor among the people who love the 
republic. 

He expressed the hope that in some 
way the Christian Endeavor organization 
would be the means of establishing such 
an organ for righteousness in more than 
cne great city in this country. The 
possibilities for such journalism, he said, 
were big with Christian ambition. If the 
Christian young people would unite their 
efforts they could establish such papers 
in every large center of population, and 
they would prove to be mighty sources 
«f real power in shaping the future des- 
tiny of this republic. 

The enthusiasm reached its height af- 
ter the adjournment, when the delegates 
and those present bvuarded their cars. 
¢Ihey took possession, and, with hymns 
floating out into the night air, were 
transported to their homes and domiciles, 
still singing, still enthusiastic. The mect- 
ing in Auditorium Williston was also an 
enormous one, nearly 4,000 attending. P.

‘‘The principle for which I contend js 
rational and just. It is this: Find out by 
patient, scientific, ‘mpartial investigation 
the burden of taxation and charges en- 
tailed by the saloon upon the community, 
and bind that burden upon the back of 
the saloon. even though it breaks it. jf 
the present license is too high, if ‘he 
saloon pays more into the public treasury 
ihan it takes out of the pockets of the 
soter people of a community, the saloon 
keeper is suffering injustice. His tax 
cught to be reduced. If the license is 
not sufficient to y the expenses which 
the public now s through taxation 
and charges, let it be raised to e 
requisite point. This will have an eie- 
vating effect upon the saloon keepcr. He 
will acquire greater self-respect by pay- 
ing his own expenses. Our P an of taking 
the consequences of his business while he 
takes the profits has tended to pauperize 
bim and retards his moral development. 
It is mistaken philanthrophy. The saloon 
keeper has had things his own way for a 
long time, and he ought now to be will- 
ing to grind at his own mill. 

“This will be the solution of the 
problem of the ‘wentieth century city. 
It will be effective because it avoids the 
aifficulties which have rendered temper-

ATLANTA, GA., July 9, 1901. 
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: The Question Is Pertinent. 

In discussing the recent finding of 
the Fulton county grand jury, charging 
that there are practices in the city ad- 
ministration of Atlanta “bordering on 
corruption,’ The Augusta Chronicie 
asks the pertinent question, “Is Atlanta 
to figure as the Philadelphia of the 
south ?” 

This question must come home in a 
very striking manner. That the grand 
jury should have made the declaration 
it did. and that The Chronicle should 
ask such a question should alarm the 
people of this city and county to a 
sense of what is going on. 

. The statement comes from a grand 
jury composed of men of the very high- 
est character, men of affairs and of: 
property, whose normal habit of speech 
is careful and conservative and who 
would not venture upon a declaration 
for which there was not sufficient 
proof. 

Is it true that there is danger of 
Atlanta being pointed out “as the ‘Phil- 
adelphia of the south?” There is no 
use in trying to ignore conditions ap- 
parent to every man, nor is it in order 
to criticise those who would take ad- 
vantage of a gullible-public. The world { 
is full of men geeking business oppor- 
tunities. The voters of the land are 
aware of this fact, and they have but 
themselves to blame if through any act 
of theirs they render possible trades 
bringing forth such charges as “bor- 
dering on corruption.” 

There is something wrong with the 
public conscience when such proceed- 
ings as have been reported from Phila- 
delphia are possible. The extent of 
this moral taint must be wide indeed 
when we see evidences of it in almost 
every city of the union; when it is 
almost impossible to find a city in 
which the interests of the people have 
been able to withstand the importuni- 
ties of the franchise grabber. This pub- 
lic taint has been taken notice of in 

.The Christian Endeavor World, in 
which private greed is taken to task for 
its demands upon the public weal. A 
prominent corporation attorney is 
quoted as saying that “business de- 
yours our forests, takes possession of 
our streams, swallows up the public 
highways, steals public franchises and 
special privileges, corners the very 
necessaries of life and makes a famine 
fn order that it may make for itself 
inordinate profits.” Another lawyer is 
quoted, who, speaking of the practice 
ef corporations to buy up city govern- 
ments in order to secure franchises in 
the streets, excused himself by saying 

“We have to do these things.” ‘And 
yet another case is this: 

A prison commissioner, who is a law- 
yer and a member of an_ evangelical 
ehurch, speaking of his close contact 
with criminals, tells me that he has a 
very different feeling toward them from 
what he had before he held his present 
office... Though they have done wrong 
and deserVe to be punished, yet he felt 
sure that some of them deserved impris- 
onment far less than many prominent 
men who succeed in business, who em- 
ploy the sharpest lawyers in order to 
learn how to evade the law, and who 
are shrewd enough to avoid detection 
When they actually break the law in 
their efforts to get property from others 
unjustly. 

A distinguished jurist is on record in 

nt as having said in a public address 
Trat the duty of a lawyer is to help his 
‘¢glient to go just as far as it fis possible 
to go in evading the law in the prosecu- 
tion of his plans, 

This debauchery of the public mind 
fg not to be found in the ignorant com- 
munities of the union. It holds its 
highest carnival in the old revolution- 
ary and American city of Philadelphia. 
It is well seconded in that center of 
culture and self-righteousness—Boston 
‘—where, says The Christian Endeavor 
‘World, one of its leading citizens, who

In the light of such revelations, are 
we quite right when we declaim against 
fgnorance as the sole danger of the 
public?

The Right Position. 

The Constitution’s position in re- 
gard to the suffrage is widely indorsed 
by many southern newspapers. 

The Bastman Jourhal, referring to 
the declaration that there is “danger 
in the proposition to give the black 


| boy an incentive to learn to read in 


order to vote and to permit the white 
boy to vote without being able to 
read,” declares that “The: Constitu- 
tion is right,” and adds: ‘Suffrage 
laws are bad things to fool with. In 
a few years more we may find that the 
negro as a class will be better edu- 
cated than the whites.” 

Nothing could be more true than this 
view of the case: When a southern 
constitutional] convention or legislature 
sets to work to place a premium on col- 
ored diligence, without giving a cor- 
responding incentive to the white youth 
of the land, they are sowing trouble. 
It will not do to assume that ignorance 
in.a white offsets education.in a negro. 
The history of the world is full of ex- 
amples of inferior peoples rising in the 
scale of progress through self-effort, 
while superior peoples, growing negli- 
gent because of opportunity, have en- 
tered upon the downward road. 

The state of Georgia has consistently 
and wisely refused to enter upon 
the field of suffrage discrimination. 
The white people of the seuth 
had the ability during the period 
of reconstruction to withstand the 
worst possible hostility that could 
he arrayed against them. Not only 
had they to fight the specter of 
negro danger at home, but they had 
to resist the united and militant fanat- 
icism of the northesu states. Out of 
this trial the southern people came 
triumphant and have entered upon a 
period of progress such as was never 
vouchsefed to any people before. To 
enter at this late date upon a policy 
of repression which was not found nec- 
essary in the hour of trial would be 
the height of folly. 

The white man may be left to man- 
age his own difficulties without the 
aids of lega] repression. The conserva- 
tive influence of the north recognized 
the fact that the white peopie of the 
south were entitled to a breathing 
spell, during which they could min- 
imize the danger of an ignorant vote 
by educating those to whom it was 
given. A generation almost has passed 
away and progress has been made in 
the e.evation and enlightenment of the 
ignorant class into whose keeping the 
ballot was intrusted:in 1868. The work 
thus happily carried forward can be 
continued, and in time there wil] he ne 
negro problem, because those of the 
race who have been educated and who 
have accumulated property will find 
that their interests are identical with 
those of the like class among the 
whites. 

It is for this reason that the people 
of Georgia have refused to be misled 
into legal enactments against the col- 
ored vote, which is not a disturbing 
factor here, and which, in the nature 
of things, cannot be. eae 
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Senator McLaurin’s Speech. 


It is perhaps a little unfortunate for 
Senator McLaurin that in his recent 
speech he has failed to receive the ap- 
probation for which he looked. 

The New York Evening Post refers 
to the senator’s designation of “God’s 
purpose in expansion” and reproduces 
what it calls “the following remarka- 
ble doctrine:” 

Our nation, with its free government 
and its aggressive Christian civilization, 
is in a position to march forward and 
convert the world. With the isles of the 
Pacific in our possession, with the con- 
fidence of the millions of heathens in 
the east, and with our wealth and com- 
merce and Anglo-Saxon love of liberty, 
we can raise the banner of the cross 
and accomplish the heaven-designed work 
of having the gospel preached to every 
creature. 

This Jeads The Post to the conclusion 
that: 

Certainly the most infantile of Sena- 
tor McLaurin’s listeners must have 
known that this gospel which he describes 
is not the gospel of the Prince of Peace; 
that glib phrases about ‘‘aggressive Chris- 
tian civilization,’’ ‘‘converting the world,”’ 
“raising the banner of the cross’’ and 
“accomplishing the heaven-designed work 
of having the gospel preached to every 
creature’ are merely displays of rather 
obvious hypocrisy. Possibly, as the late 
Senator Ingalls onee declared, the Ten 
Commandments have no place in domes- 
tic politics, and the Sermon on _ the 
Mount \no application to international af- 
fairs. In that case we should be willing 
to call things by their right names, and 
frankly acknowledge that we are no 
longer “‘suckled in a creed outworn.”’ 
But it. is going too fag to set up the 
doctrine of aggression and conquest as 
the Christianity of Christ. 

Senator McLaurin may well come to 
the conclusion that it is hard to please 
everybody. He will also discover, if 
he lives long enough, that a mixture 
of politics and religion is very likely 
to suffer in the compound, and that the 
safest thing for a politician to do is 
to “shinny on his own side of the 


fence.”’

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The Religious Newspaper. 

Several religious newspapers have 
been discussing the want of support ac- 
corded to them, and seem to be at a 
loss as to the indifference of church 
people in their maintenance. 

Religious newspapers, like other or- 
gans devoted to special interests, have 
probably suffered somewhat in the evo- 
lution of the newspaper business. There 
was a time when the publication was 
but a personal organ, intended to 
spread the views of a single individual. 
From that to the newspaper field was 
but a step, and then we had the com- 
bined newspaper and editorial leader. 
Latterly the newspaper has widened 
its field ahd now covers every phase 
of life and thought, giving the events 
as fast as they happen. They have 
gone into the field of religion, as well 
as of science and industry, and have 
gathered from every source all that 
was fresh and up-to-date, so that the 
special organs, coming out ‘weekly or 
monthly have found themselves 
threshing over old straw. The people 
at large have become newspaper read- 
ers, and the newspaper has called into 
employment the reHgious writer as 
well as the philosopher, the inventor, 
the manufacturer and the agriculturist. 
From this it may be reasoned that 
there is no decline whatever in the dis- 
the pre of religious subjects nor in 


e presentation of religious news. It 
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| is only the method that has 


changed to 
the enlargement of the fields occupied. 
This does not mean, however, that 
there is not room for the special organ 
devoted to a particular interest, but 
it does mean that this organ must be 
freed from the restraining trammels of 
outside supervision, and it must make 
its appeal straight to the people upon 
‘issues of the day of publication, spoken 
through the strong convictions of some 
editor who, having something to say, 
has the ability to say it. 


An [Interesting Occasion. 

That will be an interesting occasion 
on the 2d of August when The Griffin 
News and Sun will hold the fourth 
annual reunion of its correspondents in 
the town of Haralson. 

The News and Sun has long been one 
of the most attractive newspapers in 
this state. It has recognized the fact 
that its influence wes local, and that 
its best work should be put forth in 
the development of neighborhood 
news. As a consequence it has built 
up a long list of effective local corre- 
spondents who feel it to be a pleasure, 
as well as an improvement, to make 
known what is going on. In recogni- 
tion of their earnest service Editor 
Glessner conceived the happy idea of 
bringing them together in annual re- 
union. In this way they become bet- 
ter acquainted with each other, as well 
as giving character and enthusiasm to 
their work. This coming reunion will 
be the fourth at which Editor Glessner 
assures his friends ‘“‘there will be plen- 
ty of good music and fried chicken to 
inspire soul and body, and the minds of 
all will be edified and entertained by 
notable addresses from eminent and 
capable gentlemen.” 

In referring to The News and Sun 
2s filling an essent ly local field, The 
Constitution recognizés the fact that 
by this course that newspaper has es- 
tablished its claim as an essential fac- 
tor in state affairs.

Modern Iconoclasm. 

The modern iconoclast, not satisfied 
with ruining the story of William Teil 
and his apple and making a myth out 
of Washington’s hatchet, has now laid 
unhallowed hands upon the reputation 
of Brigadier General Funston, of the 
state of Kansas. 

F.\inston went to the Philippines as 
the colonel of a Kansas regiment 
which soon won fame for its looting of 
churches and private dwellings. Then 
came the wonderful story of his per- 
sonal capture of Emile Aguinaldo. 
There has always been a touch of mys- 
tery about this wonderful capture. The 
public was prepared by telegraph for 
something portending. Then, in the 
nick of time, the gallant Kansan grap- 
pled the wily Aguinaldo, and after a 
personal encounter, the Filipino chief 
was led away from his haunt. 

Now comes Mr. Edward McEvoy, a 
merchant of Manila, who, in an jinter- 
view in The London Daily Express, 
declares that the capture of Aguinaldo 
was simply a stage affair: that he had 
been bought up and was in readiness 
for the capture when it occurred. Ac- 
cording to Mr. McEvoy, Aguinaldo got 
$1,000,000 for alloWing himseif to be 
captured, which he will soon invest in 
safe securities. 

“Funston’s capture of Aguinaldo,”’ 
the merehant continues, “was the veri- 
est rot. Aguinaldo has been a bribe 
taker and a country seller more than 
once in his life.’’

Mr. Kruger Will Be Careful. 

There can be no doubt but that Mr. 
Kruger will be very careful in listen- 
ing to the proposition that he should 
issue letters of marque. 

Aside from the doubt that exists as 
to whether Mr. Kruger would be recog- 
nized by any government as a ruler, 
there is the new born opposition to 
any revival of the old custom of issu- 
ing letters of marque. This form of 
warfare is but a survival of the old 
buccaneering and privateering days, 
when war was nothing but public plun- 
der and armies repaid themselves by 
looting. The discussion of the aboli- 
tion of this form of warfare has been 
going on for many years, but it was 
not until the late war between the 
United States and Spain that there was 
furnished a precedent which will form 
a new item of international] law. These 
two governments had the right to issue 
letters of marque. There is no doubt 
that the cause of Spain would have 
been greatly benefited by the adoption 
of such a course. To the credit of both 
governments, however, they agreed 
that this privilege should be fore one, 
and that fighting at sea must be con- 
fined to men-of-war. This agreement 
between two powerful nations was ac- 
cepted with approval by the other gov- 
ernments of Christendom, and it may 
well be assumed that this action will 
be held as settling the abolition of let- 
ters of marque. 

With such a precedent, even if Mr. 
Kruger had the desire to do so, he 
would be restrained from adopting any 
such course.

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BIG VICTORY PREDICTED. 
FOR DEMOCRATIC MASSES 


In the files ofthe official letter book 
of the governor of Georgia is the com- 
munication addressed by Governor Can- 
dier to the chiefs of Tammany Hall de- 
clining the invitation to speak before that 
organization on July 4th. The letter, 
which was given out yesterday for the 
first time, predicts a great victory for the 
democracy in 1904, provided the party con- 
tinues the champion of the constitution. 
The communication is ag follows: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, July 3, 1901.—Messrs. Thomas L. 
Feitner, John F. Carroll, Daniel F. Mc- 
Mahon, Asa Bird Gardner, John Whalen 
and George C. Clausen, Committee, Tam- 
many Hall, New York City: Gentlemen— 
I beg to acknowledge receipt of yours of 
the 8th of June advising 
the Fourth of July the Tammany So- 
ciety will hold in Tammany Hall its cele- 
bration of the one hundred and twenty- 
fifth anniversary of American independ- 
ence, and inviting me ‘to attend and ad- 
dress the meeting.’ 

“I thank you for the invitation, and I 
would be delighted to be with you and 
speak to my democratic brethren on that 
auspicious occasion, if it were possible, 
but inexorable demands of official duty 
will deprive me of this pleasure. 

“There is a great work ahead of the 
national democracy and a great victory 
in store for us in 1904, provided only we 
are true to ourselves and our time-hon- 
ored principles. ,It is ours to restore 
the republic of the fathers. Our adversa- 
ries, by whatever name called, have al- 


ways sought to get away from the an-. 


cient landmarks, and the republican par- 
ty of today has uttérly ignored and spit 
ypon the constitutiog and the doctrines 
of the Declaration of Independence, and 
by unwarranted aggressions abrogated 
the Monroe doctrine, which has for nearly

They have waged a war of con- 
quest upon an unoffending people and 
forced upon them at the point of the 
bayonet governments to which they are 
utterly opposed, in violation of the cardi- 
nal democratic doctrine that ‘all govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.’ They have im- 
posed upon these people taxes in the 
imposition of which they had no voice, 
in violation of the American doctrine tor 
which our ancestors fought in 1776, of no 
taxation without renreséntation. They 
have imposed upon the American states 
the. most unjust and intouitous tariff 
system in the world, not to raise revenue

“It constantly encroaches more and 
more upon the reserved rights of the 
people and its policy tends to speedily 
concentrate all power in the federal gov- 
ernment in violation of the letter and 
spirit of the constitution. It wages 4 
war of conquest and denounces as ‘rebels’ 
a people who never owed them allegiance. 
It encourages militarism and drives head- 
long into em-ire, thus subverting the 
government we inherited from our fathers 
and establishing on its ruins one com- 
pared with which that of George III was 
an Utopia. 

“But all this must change. The Ameri- 
can people are long-suffering and for- 
bearing but there is a point at which 
forbearance ceases to be a virtue. We 
have reached that point. The people de- 
mand a return to the old landmarks. We 
rust re-enthrone the constitution and re- 
enfranchise the common people who bear 
the burdens and fight the battles of the 
country. The burden of taxation must 
be shifted from the shoulders of the 
masses and the rich must help the poor 
to bear it. Intelligence and virtue and 
patriotism must control eléctions. The 
presidency and the congress must no 
longer be bought by huge corruption 
fnuds by ‘frying the fat’ out of those 
who have fattened under republican mis- 
rule, nor stolen by any more seven to 
eight commissions as in 1876. 

“These changes, essential to the very 
existence of the republic, must be 
wrought by the democratic party. The 
work must be begun pow and completed 
To accomplish them the glorious 
old party needs no ‘reorganization.’ Let 
it only adhere to the cardinal doctrines 
of the constitution and of the fathers. 
Let it ostracise no one because of differ- 
ences on non-essentials. Let it concede 
to no man or faction or section the right 
to dictate its policy or its platform or 
its candidates. Bet its ancient motto, 
‘measures not men,’ be emblazoned on 
its escutcheon in every state and county 
and hamlet in the re~ublic. Let it pro- 
claim to all the people everywhere as 
did its founder a hundred years ago, 
‘Equal rights to a:.. special privileges to 
none,’ and when it has done this and 
gone to the country as a pasty of definite, 
fixed principles, compromising with no 
error and fighting not for spoils, but 
for the restoration of good government, 
the American people, who cannot, be mis- 
led alw@ys, will in 1904 rise in the majesty 
of their might and drive from the temple 
the money changers who have for so 
long a time spit upon the constitution and 
trampled unon ‘he rights and interes¢4 
of the people, and restore to us and to our 
posterity the government bequeathed to 
us by Jefferson and Madison and Jack- 
son, 

“Then the fairness and conservatism 
of the American people can be safely 
trusted to solve in equity and justice 
all the problems growing out of a war 
waged at first ostensibly in the interest 
of humanity and human liberty, but per- 
verted, as subsequent events have shown, 
to purposes of conquest and party aggeran- 
dizement. Very truly and_ sincerely 
yours, ALLEN D. CANDLER.’”’

INSURANCE, NOTES. 


A feature of life inSirance work that 
seems to be gainfrig* ground every day 
is the collection of premiums at the time 
the application is signed and the giving 
by the agent of a binding receipt by 
which the contract is closed on the spot 
provided that the answers to the qués- 
tions in the application are found to 
be true and the medical examination 
shows the applicant to measure up to 
the company’s standard. By this means 
the contract is made binding on the part 
of the company as soon as the policy 
is issued and there have occurred sev- 
eral instances in which death claims 
have been paid by companies where they 
would not have been paid ifthe binding 
receipt had not been used. As an in- 
stance, on December 30, 1900, Frank Cer- 
ceo, of McKees Rocks, Pa., made appli- 
cation with one of the large companies 
for insurance to the amount of $5,000 and 
paid the premium in cash, accepting 
therefor the company’s binding receipt 
from the agent. He was considered a 
good risk and the insurance was issued. 
On January 15, 1901, the agent who had 
sold the insurance called to deliver the 


policy and found: that the assured had | 


died the day before with a severe attack 
of fever. On the 22d of the month the 
claim was paid ty the company. This 
is not an isolated case, a8 many such 
cases have arisen and have shown the 
value of the binding receipt to insurers. 
They are also valuable to the company, 
as they cause many policies to be taken 
which would otherwise be refused by 
people who are naturally fickle and are 
very quick to change their minds.

A prominent manager who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Jacksonville. made 
some observations there which will be of 
interest to all who were affected by the 
great fire. In the first place the manager 
Says that the fire was ffie result of 
faulty inspection on the part of the com- 
panies, and that the city should not be 
charged so heavily for it. Secondly, he 
says that if the fire had begun at night it 


would never have reached the proportions 
that it did. These statements are doubt- 
less at variance with the opinions of mogt 
people, but the manager in question be- 
lieves in them on the following grounds: 
First, a large part of the houses in 
Jacksonville had shingle roofs, many of 
which were very old, and a large per cent 
of them had never been painted. On 
account of the peculiar climatic condi- 
tions, wood there decays very quickly, 
the heavy dews being an extensive agent. 
A house must be painted every year if its 
owners wish it to present a good appear- 
ance, and wood which is left exposed 
becomes tinder very quickly. The man- 
ager holds that if the fire had occurred 
at night the roofs would have been wet 
from the dew and that the number of 
houses which caught from falling sparks 
would not have been destroyed. As it 
was, the fire began during the heat of the 
day, when the roofs were dry, and the 
rotten shingles caught from every fall- 
ing spark. He believes that the fire 
would never have occurred if the compa- 
nies had demanded better roofs, and says 
it is uniust to the south to give it a 
black eye as fire territory on account of 
a conflagration which was brought about 
by no neglect on the part of the citizens, 
but by a combination of circumstances 
that was unavoidable.

But I do not 
like the flavor as well. This, however, is 
aside. We rarely get anything now but 
refrigerated eggs. The point with me is 
to get the .best among the refrigerated 
eggs. and my plan, I believe, accom- 


Pitfalls in Agents’ Path. 

“Real estate agents have to be very 
careful,’’ remarked a well-known man in 
, the business, “to know to whom they 
make sales. This is sometimes a hard 
matter to determine, as a man - may 
make a trade through a third party and 
the actual purchaser not be evident in 
the matter.’’ 

Colonel Adair once had a close call in 
a case like that. He had about closed a 
trade for a residence lot in the fashion- 
able part of Peachtree street with a de- 
sirable buyer and the deeds were being 
made out. The supposed purchaser in 
filling out the papers said: “Put that 
in the name of — ——.,” mentioning an 
unfamiliar name.

When he put the question direct the 
man admitted that the real purchaser, 
for whom he was acting, was in fact a 
well-to-do negro who ran a prosperous 
brickyard. He intended to invest his 
money in the Peachtree lot, build a neat 
brick house on it and settle down there 
temporarily at least in a swell location, 
until the neighboring property holders 
bought him out. 

It was a long-headed scheme for the 
darky, who could undoubtedly have 
made a fine profit on the trade as a 
speculation by extortionate demands to 
residents near by who would have bought 
him out rather than have their neigh- 
borhood depreciated. 

Of course Colonel Adair stopped the 
trade, which was in reality made under 
false pretenses on the purchaser’s part. 

“But it is something we have to look 
out for continually,’”’ said the real estate 
man, “and not alone in the case of ne- 
groes. Sales to any undesirable persons 
would greatly injure our trade. In such 
instances when parties objectionable in 
a neighborhood apply for property we | 
prefer to notify adjoining property hold- 
ers and at least give them an option in 
the matter with reasonaple considera- 
tions of time. Then if they do not act 
we are ourselves relieved from any pos- 
sible criticism.”’

Down with Hired Chairs. 

The recent introduction of pay seats 
for hire in Central park and other public 
parks in New York has occasioned heat- 
= controversy and great public indigna« 

on. 

The New York Journal has devoted 
much space to agitating the question and 
it seems that there is really just cause 
for public protest. 

Some weeks ago Park Commissioner 
Clausen, entirely on his own hook, leased 
to a man named Spate rights to put 
chairs in the park for public hire. Here- 
tofore» benches and seats have always 
been absolutely free to all alike. The 
hired chairs, at 5 cents a plece, are nice 
new seats and there were hundreds of 
them placed in the shady and desirable 
Spots about the parks. 

Then the trouble arose. It seems that 
Commissioner Clausen had .no right to 
make such a concession of public rights; 
that the introduction of hired seats is 
considered undemocratic and unfair to 
the very element for whose benefit pub- 
lic parks are specially provided, and 
finally, that the concessionaires are 
placing their rented chairs in the cool 
and shady spots to the detriment of the 
free seats. 

Public indignation rages high. An in- 
junction has been applied for restraining 
the Spate agents from right to enforce 
payment for their hired seats, Police 
Commissioner Murphy upholds the pub- 
lic right to all seats in the best places 
and orders that his policemen shall not 
make arrests at the demand of the 
Spate agents. 

As the matter rests the hired chair 
company is powerless to collect the 
nickels they charge for chairs. They can 
bring suit, which would be a ¢bstly atid 
slow way to collect such a small sum. 

The public sits down In the new chairs 
secure in the conviction that it is justifi- 
able, and proceedings against them can- 
not be sustained. Agents of Spate called 
“bouncers” go around ousting such in- 
dividuals who refuse the 5 cent tax. Rut 
public feeling is so high that an instance 
of attempted ejection of an old man who 
sat down in a hired chair Saturday in 
Madison park nearly caused a riot and 
the burly “bouncer” was forced to flee 
for his life, taking refuge in the Fifth 
Avetiue hotel. 

A lawsuit brought by The Journal in 
the case of a boy who occupied one of 
the pay chairs in Central park and re- 
fused the 5 cent tax will bring up the 
question whether Commissioner Clausen 
has a legal authority to concede away 
the public rights and whether Spate’s 
agents have any rightful power to en- 
force payment or ejection. Mr. Spate in- 
tends, if he is not enjoined from so do- 
ing, to put 25,000 chairs in the various 
parks. At present there are 500. 

So far the police do not uphold the pay 
chair movement, nor does the public, ex- 
cept the few persons who desire com- 
fortable seats and can afford to pay for 
them rather than stand up or sit on dirty 
old benches, which are usually occupied, 
and as Clausen says (causing general 
indignation by the way) by thugs and 
loafers. 

It might be argued by one who lives 
in Atlanta and frequents Grant park 
that even pay chairs are better than 
none, or such a paucity of them as 
raetically to necessitate standing up or 

alking about or sitting on the ground 
instead of the comfortable repose sought 
by the weary in its sylvan shades. 


New Laid Grass—Keep Off! 

Another source of contention in the 
park is the recent posting of “Keep off 
the grass’’ signs in places where the 
sward is freshly sodded. The public, 
once aroused on the subject of its rights, 
seems resolved to leave no stone un- 
turned. 

Deputy Commissioner Devery de- 
nounced an arrest made for walking on 
the grass, which raised an issue be- 
tween the police and the park depart- 
ments. Corporation Counsel Whalen 
when appealed to to arbitrate the ques- 
tion tried to pour oil on the troubled 
waters and recommends the “exercise of 
mutual forbearance’ between police and 
park departments and advises Clausen 
and Murphy to “get together’ for a 
change.

“Yes,” said Commissioner Jones, “I 
have told a few members of the council 
that grand juries don’t have to investi- 
gate this board to ascertain if there 
have been any attempts at bribery going 
on.”’ 

The other two commissioners present, 
Captain Brotherton and Mr. Johnson, 
only nodded their heads and smiled at 
the remarks of Commissioners Fox and 
Jones. 

It had been agreed that no business of 
importance should be transacted until 
all the members were present. The po- 
lice commissioners all like to have a 
finger in the ple. 

Just as soon as Commissioner Fox had 
placed himself on record about wanting 
the city council abolished Commissioner 
Johnson offered a resolution to let all 
business go over until a called meeting 
except the reading of the minutes, au- 
diting accounts and reading of reports 
of officers. 

The report of Chief Ball for the month 
of June contained some interesting 
_ points. He gave the total number of cases 
for the month as 1,547, ninety-three of 
which were for state offenses. During the 
month, although the thermometer was 
sizzling up in the nineties, there were 330 
persons..arrested: and fined for being 
drunk on the streets. That was more 
than ten a day. 

The total amount of fines in the re- 
corder’s court was $6,734, of which $3,703 
was collected in cash. 

Nine persons wefe arrested in June 
for cruelty to animals and twenty-nine 
disabled horses were taken off the 
streets. 

During the month there were 934 tele- 
phone calls for police protection. - 

In his report Chief Ball referred to the 
murder of Officer E. H. DeBray, saying 
that he died in the fearless discharge of 
his duty and “went down at his post, 
never to rise again, the bravest of the 
brave.” 

Detective Sergeant Bedford reported 
that his department had made eighty- 
nine cases during the past month and 
had recovered stolen goods amounting 
to $568.20, which had been turned over 
to the owners.

NO PERSONAL INTEREST 


OR CORPORATION TO SERVE 


Asserts He Is Not Allied with Any 
Faction or Corporate Interest. 
Beck May Run for Council. 
Talk of the Boycott 
on Kilpatrick. 


Joseph FE. Maddox, of the firm of J. J. & 
J E. Maddox, announced yesterday that 
he would be a candidate for alderman 
from the north side in the coming pri- 
mary. 

Alderman Kilpatrick’s term will expire 
with the end of the year, and the ncw 
alderman from the norta side will be 
elected to fill this place. 

The announcement of Mr. Maddox will 
be of special interest for many reasons. 
In the first place, there has been quite a 
stir in the fourth ward, particularly, over 
the question of street railroad franchises. 

Another thing that will make this an- 
nouncement of interest is the movement 
that is being agitated in certainquarters 
in favor of a business men's ticket. This 
egitaticn, it is said, grows out of two 
causes, a desire in certain quarters to 
do away, if possible, with the intermin- 
able wrangling over franchises, and the 
desire of the taxpayers of the city for as 
low taxes as it is possible to levy. 

The subject of organizing a taxpayers’ 
league for the purpose of putting eut a 
municipal ticket, and a ticket composed 
wholly of business men, has been fre- 
quently discussed of late, and it is said 
the matter has about reached the point 
where it is likely to take some shape. 

This movement, however, WAS no con- 
nection with the announcement of Mr. 
Maddox. When asked about the matter 
yesterday, he said he had heard sone 
discussion of the matter but knew noth- 
ing further about it than what he had 
seen in the papers. 


~Mr. Maddox Talks. 

Mr. Maddox was seen yesterday by a 
representative of The Constitution with 
reference to his determination to enter 
the race. 

“I have been thinking over the matter 
for some time,’’ he said, “but did not 
reach any definite conclusion until this 
afternoon. 

“IT am anxious to see as many business 
men as possible in tne race for “der- 
men and councilmen, ani after carefuliv 
considering the matter, | thought that I 
might as well brea the fee. T think 't 
the duty of business men to tak? enovrgh 
interest in the affairs of the city to devote 
some time to it, even at some sacrifice, 
when their services are needed. 

“If I am elected I will attend to the 
city’s business as closely and as caro- 
fully as I do to my own. 

“I have no alignment with any fac- 
tion or with any corporate interest in At- 
lanta, and I have’ no personal interest to 
serve. I can, therefore, conscientiously 
devote my services wholly to the interests 
of the people.”’ 

Mr. Maddox served in the genera] coun- 
cil about five years ago. He was elected 
councilman from the second ‘ward, and 
held the position for a term of two 
years. 

It is said that Frank Beck is contem- 
plating making the race for council] from 
the fourth ward. He has been considered 
one of the earnest workers in behal?’ of 
the Forrest avenue and the Rouicvard 
franchises, about which there has been so 
much discussion. 

The Boycott of Kilpatrick. 

One of the most prolific subjects uf dis- 
cussion around the city hall jug’. at pres- 
ent is the alleged boycott against Alder- 
man Kilpatrick because of his vote tn the 
aldermanic board in favor of incornorat- 
ing the 3 1-3 cent fare clause in the Boule- 
vard franchise, which, it is stated, pra2- 


tically kills that instrument, as the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company officials 
have stated that it would not be accepted 
with that condition attached. 

The matter was first taken up by cer- 
tain residents of the fourth ward tn the 
shape of an agreement, which was passed 
around for signatures, and those whose 
names were attached to it agreed not to 
trade at Alderman Kilpatrick’s store. 

“Such a move as that was unquestion- 
ably a grave mistake."’ said a member of 
council yesterday. ‘I have been informed 
that Mr. Kilvatrick lost nine customers 
as the result of the effort, and that he 
immediately secured eleven others. If 
this is the case, it cannot have hurt him 
very much. 

“But aside from that it was the wrong 
way to go about it. I do not belleve that 
Alderman Kilpatrick would move an inch 
now that such.a method has been tried to 
coerce him. If any considerable propor- 
tion of the people of his ward had gone 
to him and requested him to vote a cer- 
tain way or for a certain proposition, I 
am satisfied they would have accomplish- 
ed more than could have been done by 
any other method. So far as coercing him 
is concerned, I am satisfied that the meth- 
od employed will not have the slightest 
effect.’’ 

Members of council who have been on 
both sides of the fence joined in the con- 
versation, and the opinions expressed 
were pretty much the game through- 
out.

RAIDING LOAFERS 


That's the Complaint Made Against 
the Police Force. 


APPEAL TO POLICE BOARD 


Attorney Austin Appeared in Behalf 
of Peaolroom Men. 


POLICE ARE INJURING POOL BUSINESS 


Commissioner Jones Had the Matter 
To Go Over Until a Full Board 
Was Present. 


The police department has been called 
upon to handle a very important, and, 
what the police board thinks, a very deli- 
cate matter. It is how far the officers can 
go in raiding public p‘aces for idlers and 
loafers without injuring the business of 
people who have paid city licenses. 

The matter came up at a meeting of the 
police board last night and grew out of 
a number of recent raids that have been 
made on negro poolrooms. 

The board had agreed to transact no 
business except that of a routine nature, 
but Attorney L. B. Austin asked to be 
heard and permission was given him to 
make a statement. 

The attorney stated that he represent- 
ed Schell & Davis, negroes, who run a 
poolroom, 

“IT am not here to unjustly or unkindly 
criticise ‘the police force,” said the at- 
torney, “but I do asx that my clients, 
who pay a city license, be given some 
sort of a showing. The police have re- 
cently raided the poolroom of Schell & 
Davis for the purpose of catching negro 
lcafers. The doors of the place were ab- 
solutely closed at 10 o’clock in the inorn- 
ing when there had been no disorder and 
no citizen had made a complaint. All the 
customers who were there to play or 
look on were hustled off and locked up. 
The first raid crippled the business con- 
siderably, and the second raid, on July 
ji, nearly wrecked the place financially. 
The recorder tried the negroes and he 
fired all except about five. Nearly all of 
them said they were at work or had a 
place to work. I did not represent the 
defendants, but I wanted to see that the 
business of Schell & Davis was not injured 
unjustly. These raids will mean that they 
are to be driven out of business. They 
pay a license and they want to see ioaf- 
ers arrested and punished as much 8o0 @s 
the police, buf the men who play pool in 
daytime or nighttime are not all loaf- 
ers. I ask this board to give this matter 
their earnest consideration nd afford 
what relief they may deem just and equlit- 


able.”’ 
Commissioner W. O. Jones, who was 
acting chairman, said he would like to 


offer a suggestion. 
“We have not a full. board here to- 


night,” said the acting chairman, “and I 
think it would be best to let this matter 
go over until we can have all the mem- 
bers present. We can then hear from 
the chief of police, the captains and the 
recorder about these arrests of negro 
loafers and the raiding of poolrooms. It 
is a delicate matter and one that might 
be best handled in executive session with 
a full board present. I know that this 
board desires to inflict no hardship on 
any citizen, and we only want the police 
to do their duty without injuring any bus- 
iness interests. I understand that the re- 
corder heard all the evidence in the cases 
referred to by Mr. Austin and he is a just 
and fair-minded Judge. I offer this as a 
suggestion that we wait and take up the 
matter at our next called meeting.” 

The other commissioners present agreed 
with Commissioner Jones and the <cction 
on the matter was postponed.

Judge Hillyer Urges That Agi- 
lation in That Direction Be 
Begun at Once 


SUGGESTIONS MADE AS 10 
SECURING NEEDED FUNDS 


May Ask Council for Full Receipts 
of Water System for Five Years. 
This, It Is Said, Would 
Practically Complete 
the System. 


“Now is the time,” said President 
George Hillyer at the meeting of the 
board of water commissioners yesterday, 
“to begin the agitation for further im- 
provements looking to the cumpletion of 
Atlanta’s water system.” 

The other members of the board pres- 

ent agreed with his view of the subject, 
and the matter will be taken up by the 
board at once. A communication of in- 
terest addressed by Chafgrman Hillyer 
to the board was read, and on motion of 
Judge Howell,C. Erwin was referred to 
the finance committee of the board toxeth- 
er with the president, Judge Hillyer, Su- 
perintendent Park Woodward, City At- 
torney Mayson and City Engineer Clay- 
ton. ‘ 
The improvements suggested by Judge 
Hillyer are of importance and interes:, 
and the p'an he suggests looking to car- 
rving them out will command considera- 
tion. The bond issue of $290,000 will not 
complete the water system, as is well 
known, but Judge Hillyer’s plan does 
not centemplate the issuance of any more 
bonds. : 

The idea advanced in Judge Hilly@r's 
communication is that the city council 
should agree to give to the water dc- 
partment all of its .eceipts, say for a 
period of four or five years, and within 
that time. he states, the needed improve- 
ments and additions can.be made. In 
fact, he says within this time, under these 
circumstances, the city’s water system 
can be practically completed. 

Judge Hillyer calls attention to the 
need for increased reservoir capacity at 
pumping station No. 2. He says the city 
now has only half the reserve supply of 
water there it had a short time ago. Ad- 
ditions are needed to the filtration plant, 


states are needed are an additional clear 
water basin, a duplicate sedimentation 
basin, besides other features to which he 
calls attention. 


Judge MHillyer’s- Communication. 

The following is Judge Hillyer's com- 

munication to the..water board on the 
subject, which was referred as stated: 
Atlanta, Ga., July 3, 1901. 

Honorable Board of Water Commissioners: It 

has long been! a recognized fact that there is 


need ac No. 2 pumping station for increased 


reservoir capacity. When the new works were 


first constructed and put in service eight years 
ago the daily consumption was such as that the 
resérvoir held over thirty days’ available sup- 
ply. So that in case of any accident at the 
river station there would be time in which to 
make repairs. Since then, owing to growth 


of the city, and increasing popularity of the 
excellent water, the daily pumpage has in- 
creased to’ such an extent as that now we can 
scarcely count on more than twelve or fifteen 
days’ supply in the reservoir; and this marein 
of Safety 1s constantly diminishing one year 
after another. In a short while there will scarce- 
ly be one week’s reserve supply in the reser- 
voir, as when the new pipes are laid in the 
city the consumption may be expected to go 
up at a bound to the extent of a third or more. 
In annual reports for several years past IT have 
recommended that the work of constructing 
anpther storage basin be undertaken, and as 
it would be entirely an earthwork, and should 
be constructed slowly, that three or four years 
should be allowed for its completion, 

We are also, as the board is well aware, in 
urgent need of additions to the filter plant. 
The rated capacity of the present filters is 
only 7,000,000 gallons per day. We often have 
to work them, especially during the hot 
weather or periods of special consumption, for 
hours at a time up to and beyond the rate of 
10,000,000 gallons per day. This, of course, 
interferes with efficiency, 

There should also be, in my judgment, con- 
structed in the near future an additional clear 
water basin, substantially of the same size 
or a duplicate of the one we already have. The 
intake at No. 2 station connecting the reser- 
voir with the pumping plant should be dupli- 
cated. There should also be at No. 2 sta- 
tion a duplicate sedimentation basin similar 
to the plan adopted at New Orleans. The in- 
take at the river should be extended two or 
three thousand feet up stream for reasons 
which have often been discussed, Meters should 
be placed on all free services, 

It is hardly possible that any part of the 
fund remaining to us from the proceeds of the 
recent bond election is available for any of 
these purposes. But there is an important 
provision in the city charter, under which, if 
by lapse of time, it has not become obsolete, 
it is possible to procure the necessary funds 
under an arrangement by which the parties 
advancing the money shall hold the title to 
the improvements made until by gradual in- 
stallmgnts they are reimbursed. The charter 
also authorizes a part of the surplus fund to 
be uséd temporarily for such purposes, If 
these provisions should be held to have become 
obsolete they can be reenacted by the legis- 
lature at its next session. 

The duty and responsibility of exercising fore- 
thought and judgment touching the water sup- 
ply devolves upon this board. It seems to be 
wise that we should begin now a vigorous agi-

To Seek Employment 


AIDED IN REPELLING MOB 


One of the Three Men Who Drove 
Back Mob from Carroll Jail, 
Discharged by Employer, 
Advertises for a Po- 
sition. 


L. J. Fletcher, brother in law to Sheriff 
Joseph Merrill of Carroll county, and one 
of the two brave men who stood with the 
sheriff in the jail, preventing a mob of 
500 men from taking out and lynching a 
condemned negro criminal, is now in 
search of employment as the result of his 
action in upholding the law and protect- 
ing the home of the sheriff and of him- 
self. 

The story 
the jail at Carrollton and the 
repulse of the lawless mob _ that 
clamored for the life of a negro murderer 
will be readily recalled by the readers of 
The Constitution. Fletcher and Senator 
Hamrick are the two men who sfood with 
Sheriff Merrill and fired upon the mob 
as it «warmed into the jail arid up the 
stairway, killing one man and wounding 
another. The effect of their action was 
almost instantaneous. The mob withdrew 
and the majesty of the law was upheld. 

And now Fletcher, having been dis- 
charged by his employer in Carrollton 
for acting in protection of his home and 
the law, must seek employment else- 
where. The Constitution mentioned thé 
fact of Fletcher's discharge shortly after 
the suppression of the riot at Carrollton, 
but it appears that nothing has been 
done toward aiding him in securing a 
means of livelihood, for the following ad- 
vertisement appears in the. ‘‘want’’ col- 
umn of this morning’s Constitution: 


POSITION WANTED—Having lost my 
position for aiding the sheriff in up- 
holding the law in the recent riot at the 
jail, where I boarded, I seek employment; 
satisfactory refererce; six years’ expert- 
ence in merchandising. L. J. Fletcher. 

There has been nothing but praise in 
all parts of the country for the brave 
sheriff and the ménh who stood up with 
him before that m@d mob and succeeded 
in crushing dovtn th # attack uvon the 
jail. Yet a member of the community, 
the vast majority of whom expressed their 
gratification that the law had been upheld 
there, has refused to retain longer in 
his «employment a man who endangered 
Lis life for the purpose of protecting that 
community.

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CONSTITUTION SKIMS SEA 
IN A MARVELOUS MANNER 


Newport, R. I., July 8—If the victory 
of the Constitution over the Columbia and 
the Independence in the first of thres-cor- 
nered races on Saturday was significant 
and definite, her winning today may well 
be characterized as. overwhelming and the 
defeat of the Independence as positive 
and almost hopeless. The approach 
of evening again found the committee 
boat anchored far out in Narragansett 
bay along with the catboat which marke 
the cther end of the finish line, tedicusly 
waiting for the Boston bout to cross, 
while her rivals were well up the haertor 
on the way to their moorings. 

The new Herreshoff boat had beaten 
the Colur:bia by nearly hai* ar hour over 
the thirty-mile course, while the record 
against the Independence was Over an 
hour. She came near craveling around 
the triangle while ihe Crowninshield cre- 
ation was covering two legs of it. Tceday’s 
race establishes the new Bristol sloup as 
a record-breaker in light air. 

Of all the conquests in the history of 
the renowned races for the America’s 
cup, that of tolay ts the most remark- 
able, Constitution has proved herseif the 
best light weather craft of this gcnera- 
tion. 


Where was haze and dampness and an 
unprerossessing outloox generally, but 
the Constituticn overcame every cbstaclec 
that offered in the way of ilukes and 
doldrums and, saile wth tact anal skill, 
won out at the finish mark Ly ten min- 
utes thirty-seven seconds over Columbia, 
That great yacht never before hac such 
a humiliating experience. 

Of the next leg, a reach cf ten miles 
with only a gentle zephyr blowing on the 
starboard beam, with a fine geaching jiD 
topsail set to whatever airs might come 
her way, she rounded the ieeward mark 
eight minutes and forty-two seconcs 
ahead of Columbia. And then, scurrying 
faster than the wind which never, during 
the racing today, exceeded the force of a 
six-knot air, she made the crowning rec- 
ord ‘of her history by safing over the 
ten knots in forty-aine minutes and forty- 
six seconds.

WEATHER STAYS PLEASANT 


Temperature in Atlanta Yesterday 
Went Up to 88 Degrees. 


THE LOWEST POINT WAS 68 


Director Marbury Promises That 
Conditions Today Will Be the 
Same as Yesterday. 


Only a chronic kicker could find cause 
to complain at the line of weather At- 
lanta has put up for the last few days. 
For the typical-midsummer season at its 
very pleasantest there couldn't be any- 
thing finer than yesterday's fair skies. 

It was a little warmer than Sunday, 
but 88 degrees was the highest point 
reached. Sixty-nine was the lowest. 
That was at 5:30 a. m. The day previous 
86 degrees was the highest. 

Today is forecasted fair and about the 


same temperature. No rain Is in sight. 
The afternoon shower habit seems to 
be forgotten on the weather programms, 
lately. 

In the sun during the day it was hot, 
but such fine breezes kept up all the time 
that a bit of shade was quite sufficient 
to furnish reVreshing coolness. The up- 
per stories of buildings were delightfully 
comfortable. Such stiff breezes blew as 
to make paper weights a necessary ad- 
junct te any kind of desk work. 

Atlanta continues as before, the summer 
resort par excellence. Suffering in the 
eastern cities has abated since Saturday, 
but the north and west remain torrid. 
In Kansas City brick pavements have ex- 
panded from the heat, so that in some 
places the pressure has even caused 
bricks to be forced up into the air. That 
hollow sound noticeable in vitrified pave- 
ments in excessively hot weather is due 
to expansion, leaving a two or three inch 
hollow space beneath. In New York even 
the mainsprings in. watches were affected 
and watchmakers had double patronage 
due to breakage from expansion. 

Crops are reported doing well, especial- 
ly cotton, to which hot weather is favor- 
able. Reports on peaches are bdéter than 
the specimens seen of the peaches them- 
selves. Those sold in town up to date 
have béen a sorry lot, little, tough, dried- 
up things that look like little green wal- 
nuts. It seems to be a case of bad, worse, 
worst. Some fine fruit, however, is prom- 
ised.

STOCK PENS AND MOSQUITOES 


These Will Receive Attention from 
Police and Sanitary Departments, 


INSANITARY PENS MUST BE ABATED 


Chief Turner Says Pens in Some of 
‘the Suburbs Have Been Reported 
as Being in Bad Condition. 


Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county 
Police force, and Chief George Hope, of 
fhe sanitary department, are to co- 
operate in the prosecution of two sani- 
tary warfares. 

Chief Turner has declared war against 
the inganitary stock pens, stagnant pools 
end other like things in the suburbs about 
the city, and Chief Hope has issued a 
mandate that has arrayed the sanitary 
department in a battle with mosquitoes. 

Both crusades being of a somewhat 
similar nature, Chief Hope has called on 
Chief Turner to assist him, and in turn 
he has promised to aid Chief Turner in 
é€very manner possible. Chief Hope is 
desirous of locating all of the pools of 
6tagnant water about the city, and Ghief 
Turner yesterday instructed his men to be 
on the lookout and to report to him all 
fuch places. Chief Hope will then begin 
his fight against the mosquitoes. 

Chief Turner has inaugurated his move- 
tment in the interest of health, and hs 
hopes to remove insanitary features that 
May exist in the suburbs. He will work 
under a state law, known as the sanitary 
law, which was enacted by the legislature 
@ number of years ago. The chief says 
that insanitary pens come under this 
law. and that such nuisances must be 
abated. He states that a violation of the 
law is punishable as a misdemeanor, the 
penalty of which is not more than twelve 
months on the public works nor more 
than tix months in jail, and not more 
than six months in the county jail, either 
or all, in the discretion of the court, 

The chief states that some of the pens 
near the city are reported as being in a 
bad condition, and that much complaint 
has been registered against them. He seys 
that the owners will be notified to abate 
the nuisances, and that it is probable 
Bome of the pens will be ordered removed 
to other localities and enlarged. Chief 
Hope has rromised him any needed as- 
sistance In this matter. 

Chief Hope has been considering a war- 
fare against mosquitoes for some time, 
but he has been reticent as to the means 
hy which he hopes to exterminate them. 
lJe evidently intends to apply the remedy 
to the lakes, ponds and pools in the 
vicinity of the City. 

Both crusades wi!l no doubt attract con- 
s‘derabl2 attention, and their progress 
will be closely watched.

LIVINGSTON SURE OF 


NEW CUSTOM HOUSE 


Congressman Livingston was in the city 
yesterday and was seen by a representa- 
tive of Tha Constitution at the Aragon 
last night. Colonel Livingstén: is now 
making a tour of the district in the inter- 
est of rural free deliveries and will be 
engaged in this matter during the next 
fifteen days. He will probably be in At- 
lanta nearly every night, but will spend 
the days in his work over the district. 

Colonel Livingston is confident that the 
next session of congress will make the 
appropriations for the fedéral park and 
the new federal building. He says that 
appropriation for repairs on the old build- 


‘ing will in no wise be prejudicial to the 


construction of the new building, but that 
it was absolutely necessary in order to 
protect the present building, which will 
be used as an annex when the new 
building is completed. He is sure that 
thege appropriations will be made, as he 
has the promise of a majority of both 
the committee and the house to pass 
them and he has no reason to doubt that 
the promises made him will be fulfilled. 

As to the appointments+for the federal 
prison there is a possibility that all the 
offices, with the exception of warden, 
assistant warden, chaplain and physi- 
cian, will be put under the civil service 
laws, and Colonel Livingston advises. all 
who wish to get places in the prison to 
file their applications with the civil ser- 
vice bureau abd once. As to who will be 
appointed to the positions of assistant 
warden, chaplain and physician, Colonel 
Livingston says thaf he is able to tell 
nothing, as this matter rests entirely with 
the attorney general. The Evening Star, 
which is very close to the administration, 
has stated that these three appointments 
will be given to Georgia, but this, of 
course, is unofficial. 


The colonel at present is very much in- | 


terested in the rural free delivery sys- 
tem and is making an effort to. have it 
established throughout the fifth district. 
Fulton county has already been provided 
for, the applications are all in and it will 
not be long before free delivery will be in 
effect in every part of the county. To- 
morrow Colonel Livingston will go to 
Jonesboro in the interest of this matter 
and will make a tour of the counties in 
the following order: Clayton, Campbell, 
Douglas, Rockdale, Newton and Walton. 
Walton is already practically provided 
for, as fifteen routes are now in action. 
The colonel is much encouraged with the 
support that the péople have given him 
in his efforts to secure this delivery and 
he says that if the people who are Op- 
posing it would give the matter a little 
study that all opposition would disap- 
pear. The star routes that are now in 
action are farmed out to contractors and 
the people who do the actual work of 
delivering the mails get almost nothing 
for their work. Under the rural free de- 
livery system the government deals di- 
rectly with the carriers and the boys 
who get the appointments will get from 
$600 to $700 a year for their services. This 
money will every dollar of it be spent 
at home instead of enriching a contrac- 
tor in some distant city. The system 
also encourages the use of the mails by 
the people and so is a great agent of edu- 
cation. One of the Walton county routes 
was opened June ist and on that day 
the carrier delivered 176 letters and only 
a few papers. On the first day of July, 
after one month of the new system, he 
delivered 1,006 letters, while the number 
of secular and religious papers taken in 
the community has been doubled several 
times. 

Colonel Livingston desires to say to his 
friends that he will be out in the dis- 
trict during the day in this work for 
the next fifteen days, but that anyone 
who wishes to see him can find him at 
his room at the Aragon at night. 


CRUSE ARMS HIMSELF — 
AGAINST NEIGHBORS 


Some unknown person has resorted to 8 | 


novel method to force the removal from 
the suburb of Western Heights a family 
by the name of Cruse, who reside on Sun- 
set avenue. 

Mike Cruse. who is about thirty years 
of age and a former operative of the Ex- 
position Cotton mills, Sunday morning re- 
ceived an anonymous letter informing 
him, in effect, that it would be to his 
best interest to at once shake the dust 
of Western Heights from his shoes. And 
then to emphasize the injunction and to 
make it more threatening the writer 
brought art to his assistance and sketched 
at the bottom of the letter a coffin con- 
taining the likeness of a man. The letter 
closed with the following fear producing 
sentence: 

“If you do not move, look out, Mike.” 

He was given until Sunday night to 
move. 

Cruse became alarmed and probably 
fearing that the threat implied in the pic- 
ture might be carried into effect, he went 
to the home of County Policeman Dunbar, 
on Marietta street, and reported the mat- 
ter. Officer. Dunbar was at the river at 


‘the time, but his wife notified him over 


the telephone, 

He in turn notified Chief A. Q. Turner, 
and together they visited the Cruse home 
and instituted an investigation. The fam- 
ly consists of three brothers and two sis- 
ters, and the officers learned that they 
were Objectionable to their neighbors and 


that the removal of the family was very 
much desired. One of the neighbors in- 
formed the officers that unless the Cruse 
family moved from the neighborhood she 
would. ' 

Cruse, it seems, was determined not to 
be moved under such peremptory orders, 
and he took steps to defend the family 
against the expected attack. When the 
officers arrived on the scene, Cruse was 
absent from the house and one of the sis- 
ters informed them that he had secured 
one pistol and had gone off in search of 
another. It is thought that it was his 
intention to arm himself and two broth- 
ers, who are aged about seventeen and 
eighteen years, and to give his hostile 
neighbors a warm reception if they put 
in an appearance Sunday night. 

Thé members of the family probably re- 
mained awake in the house until a late 
hour with loaded revolvers close at hand, 
awaiting. an intrusion, but the warlike 
preparations were needless—the expected 
attack failed to materialize. 

The house occupied by the Cruse family 
is located inside of the city limits, and 
after concluding their investigation Chlief 
Turner and Officer Dunbar reported the 
matter to the city police. The family has 
not yet moved and no further action has 
been taken in the matter. 

They formerly resided on Echo street, 
outside of the city limits, and they were 
moved from there by County Policemen 
Chambers and Dunbar about a month 
ago. Mike Cruse has been out of employ- 
ment for some time owing to ill health. 
His two brothers work in the Exposition 
Cotton mills and it is stated that they are 
the support for the famly. Mike Cruse 
was in the hospital for a time,

IN PLANT SYSTEM LINES 


The articles of incorporation under 
which six of thé branch lines of the Plant 
system are hereafter to be known as the 
Savannah, Florida and Western, were yes- 
terday filed in the office of the secretary 
of state. : 

The practical and in fact the only 
change contemplated in the merger its to 
include in the old Savannah, Florida and 
Western, for reasons of expediency and 
business, the branch lineg of the system 
that have heretofore gone under separate 
names. 

“Anyone at all acquainted with the rall- 
roads of the state,”’ said a Plant system 
official, yesterday, “knows that the com- 
bination is one in name alone and that 
the roads mentioned in the petition could 
hardly be combined closer than they have 
been in the past, since they are all one 
and the game—the Plant system.” 

Instead of each line having a separate 
name, they will all take the name of the 


main stem of the system—the Savannah, 
Florida and Western. With the reorgan- 
ization of the system, the capital! stock of 
the concern has been iricreased to $25,000,- 
000. 

“The impression conveyed in an after- 
noon paper,’ said a representative of the 
road, ‘“‘to the effect that some of the lines 
mentioned in the petition were recently 
acquired and are just now coming under 
the control of the Plant system. is totally 
erroneous. How such an idea should have 
got out is beyond me.” 

The shares of stock represented at the 
meetings of the different lines when for- 
mal consolidation was agreed upon are as 
follows: Savannah, Florida and‘ Western, 
94,329; Charleston and Savannah, 3,341; 
Brunswick and Western meeting, 50,000; 
Alabama Midland, 27,203; Silver Springs, 
Ocala and Tampa, 12,796; Tampa and Tho- 
natosassa, 665. 

In future the business of the system will 
be greatly facilitated, it is said, by the 
consolidation.

The property thus acquired has been 
for many y2ars the home of Mr. W. F.

It will be gratifying to the many 
friends of the Institute not only to know 
of this important §tep forward, but also 
to know that it hd& made equally as 
great progress in’ other directions. Its 
Curriculum and Standard are fully as 
high as the best institutions for women 
in the Sovth. Its certificate admits with- 
out examination to Vagfsar, Wellesley, 
Mt. Holyok2 Colleges, the Woman's Col- 
lege of Baltimore, and Cornell University. 

The prospects for the institution were 
never brighter. Already a large number 
of boarding pupils have teen entered, and 
‘t is expected that all the rooms will be 
taken.

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Assault but Said They Did Not 
Intend To Go So Far. 


After escorting a young lady to her 
home Sunday night, Karl and Herbert 
Acton, sons of Dr. J. T. Acton, of No. 
146 West Baker street, were assaulted 
by six other young men on Simpson street. 
The assault was made because the as- 
Sailants did not like the idea of the Ac- 
ton boys paying attention to a young 
lady in their neighborhood. The victims 
Were badly injured with stones. 

Four of the assailants—Harry Haynie, 
Will Mills, Fred Kennedy and Albert Cald- 
well—were arrested yesterday morning 
and were heavily fined by Recorder 
Broyles. Mills, Haynie and Kennedy were 
at fimst sentenced to the stockade for 
thirty days without the opportunity of 
paying fines, but the recorder afterwards 
made the sentence $580.75 each. The Cald- 
well boy, who did not throw any rocks, 
was let off with a fine of $25.75. The other 
two young men have not been found. 

Karl and Herbert Acton stated in court 
that they had escorted a young lady to 
her home and were going toward Mari- 
etta street to take a trolley car home 
when they were hailed by six young men 
who were jaying in wait for them. Im- 
mediately afterwards the stones were 
thrown. Herbert fel] unconscious, and 
Karl, thinking his brother had been kill- 
ed, begged the assaflants to desist, which 
they did. Both the Acton boys were hurt 
about the face and body and were scarce- 
ly able to appear in court. 

The prisoners admitted that the attack 
was made, but stated that they did not 
really mean to injure the Acton boys. 
They said they wanted to make them 
“hump” or ‘“‘hike’’ for calling to*see the 
young lady. and that the stones were 
thrown to make them either run or fight. 
Finding that they had gone a little too 
far they assisted the young men they hada 
hurt to a street car. 

Recorder Broyles was severe in his de- 
nunciation of the coriduct of the defend- 
ants. He said the assauit was utterly 
without provocation. He sentenced Cald- 
well to. pay a fine of. $25.75 and Mills, Hay- 
nie and Kennedy he sentenced to serve 
thirty days in the stockade. The young 
men being well connected in the city, an 
effort was made to get the recorder to let 
all the prisoners pay fines, and the sen- 
tences were changed. 

Mills, Kennedy and Haynie paid their 
fines of $50.75 each, Caldwell was held 
over at the police barracks to give nis 
relatives time to raise the $25.75. 


RAILWAY NOTES. 


At 10:30 o’clock last night a special train 
left the city carrying about sixty soldiers 
of the last company of the Twenty-sixth 
United States infantry which was left 
at Fort McPherson and the regiment 
band. The train will go over the Georgia 
and Atlantic Coast Line via Richmond 
to Jersey City. On the 10th instant the 
troops will leave New York on the trans- 
port McClellan for the Philippines, and 
a quick trip had to be arranged in order 
to get them there in time. 


As an instance of what railroads will 
do for a country or section, the following 
from The Memphis Commercial-Appeal 
in reference to the rapid development 
of the St. Francis basin since the build- 
ing of railroads was made possible by 
the construction of the new levee will be 
of interest to all railroad men: 

‘Since the completion of the upper por- 
tion of the St. Francis levee nine rail- 
roads. with a mileage of 290 miles have 
been built behind it.--forty miles of road 
are now being built there and some 200 
miles are in immediate prospect, while as 
much more is projected, and the Cotton 
Belt is now running a survey for a line 
down the basin. 

“The St. Francis basin, for so long a 
closed book, is being rapidly opened and 
everything indicates that its 5,000 square 
miles of territory will soon be as produc- 
tive territory and as profitable for Mem- 
phis as the Yazoo-Mississippi delta 
now is. 

“The comparatively new maps of the 
northeastern portion of Arkansas are 
comparatively worthless, because all of 
the change has occurred in so short a 
space of time and towns are growing up 
so rapidly that the map recently fur- 
nished by Harry N. Pharr, chief en- 
gineer of the St. Francis levee board, 
is the only one that will give reliable in- 
formation as to the location of the new 
roads and towns.” 


Yesterday afternoon the Atlanta and 
West Point carried out a good crowd 
bound for San Francisco to attend the big 
Epworth League meeting which will con- 
vere there in a few days. 


The annual meeting of the Georgia 
railroad traveling and soliciting agents 
will occur in Atlanta this year, and the 
first session will be held on the 10th in- 
stant. The meeting will last for three 
days and twenty-five or thirty officials of 
the Georgia road will be in attendance. 


As predicted by The Constitution, Har- 
ry E. Krouse has been appointed passen- 
ger and ticket agent for the Seaboard Air 
Line to succeed Ed ‘E. Kirby, who left 
last night for Savannah, where he will 
be stationed until the 15th, when he will 
be made traveling passenger agent for 
the Seaboard Air Line, in charge of the 
state of South Carolina, with headquar- 
ters at Coiumbia.

RICH MINES OF MEXICO; 
HOW THEY ARE WORKED 


~—e 


| William H. Yeandle is spending the 
Summer months at his home on Capitol 
avenue after a residence of more than 
two years in Mexico, his appointment as a 
mining engineer for the Batopilas Mining 
Company in Chihuahua having been given 
him while he was a student at Sewanee, 
Tenn. As a result of the continual con- 
tact with the natives in Mexico which 
his work required, his observations and 
experiences are unusual, and his descrip- 
tions of the people most interesting; 
while the considerable amount of travel- 
ing demanded of him in his work and an 
aptitude for the language, which he 
speaks with an ease and a correct- 
ness of accent not attained in some in- 
stances by Americans who have lived in 
Mexico twenty years, were advantages 
which facilitated his quickly acquired 
famillarity with a large part of the 
country. 

“Batopilas was the nearest Mexican 
town to the hacienda or headquarters of 
the mining compan~ with which I was 
engaged,’’ said Mr. Yeandle yesterday. 
“But the hacienda was in itself a com- 
plete town in that it supplied the mate- 
rial needs of its two thousand inhab- 
itants or more, only sixteen of these be- 
ing Americans—that is, from the United 
States—and the rest Mexicans and In- 
dians. These silver mines, which rank 
second or third among the richest in the 
world, support the men who work them 
better than @o those in any other part 
of Mexico, the American owners in these 
mountains paying the miners from $1 to 
$3 a day, when the Spani#h owners in 
the hot valley section pay 12% cents with 


board, which would amount to about 37 
cents. 


“The Mexican miners can, therefore, 
be a very presentable class and the In- 
dians, too, are of civilized tribes, many 
of them, like the Yakis, who claim to 
be descended from the Aztecs, being re- 
markably fine looking and intelligent. 
The lately increased number of schools 
also gives them great advantage, and 
while it was recently the case that nine 
hundred and ninety-nine, perhaps, of the 
miners out of a thousand could not read 
or write, that condition is no longer so 
pronounced. As vet their edycation will 
carry none of them higher in mining, 
for instance, than the position of ‘boss,’ 
which implies the direction of a force of 
hands tn the mines, but this low standard 
is due to the fact that there are no 
schools in the country to include such 
Studies as engineering, the only really 
great school being the national military 
institution. 

“The general idea among foreigners 
seems to be that the men are tall and the 
women beautiful in Mexico, but the first 
idea is incontestably fer from true and 
the second is in my vwdinion quite as 
false. I cannot express how giad I was 
on returning tothis country to see blonde 
women wearing hats! The Mexican wo- 
men, of course, wear the inevitable man- 
tilla (which goes by another name in 
Mexico); they are intensely dark and 
their features. by no means con- 
form to our model of beauty ex- 
cept as to the eyes, which in 
men and women both are brilliant. Their 
costumes, of course, are very picturesque 
and we Americans, or ‘gringos,’ as the 
Mexicans call us, adopt many of their 
fashions for the comfort there is in them. 
The tremendous’ broad-brimmed hats, 
for instarrce, are indispensable there and 
I don’t believe I shall‘ ever again grow 
accustomed to small) hats. 

“The origm of that term ‘gringos,’. by 
which they mean ‘foreigners,’ is most 
amusing if the Mexican version of the 
story is true. It seems that when the 
first Americans went to Mexico for min- 
ing and engineering purposes they very 
naturally used to sing at their work and 
to amuse themselves by singing in leis- 
ure hours. One of the favorite songs of 
the westerners who were among the first 
to settle there was the rondo, ‘The green 
grass grows all round,’ and the curious 
Mexicans listening to them and knowing 
nothing of their language, could only 
make out ‘gringos’ from the ‘green grass 
grows, which they naturally thought 
was the national song. I suppose, be- 
cause it was sung so much. 

“The men have very little religion in 
Mexico. They say that they believe in 
God and His providence and most of 
them believe in the Second Person of the 
Blessed Trinity, but beyond that they do 
not go. There is hardly ever a man to 
be seen in church, and the women must 
have the plety for the family. Besides 
piety the women’s chief ‘accomplishment’ 
seems to be that of needle work, in 


which they are famous. It is quite the 
usual thing to see in the door of a stone 
hut, one of its walls the.side of a moun- 
tain and its roof of palm leaves, a wo- 
man engaged in doing the most exquisite 
drawn work and embroidery, which will 
be sold for a song because it hardly pays 
to send it to this country. On holidays 
her husband will be seen decked in the 
handsomest hand-embroidered shirts, and 
yet this work which would be so valued 
in this cotntry is common 
perappis, too, the bright colored blank- 
ets, which serve the Mexicans for bed- 
ding, cloak, umbrella and a little of 
everything, their brilliant dyes never 
fading in sun or rain, are cheap in Mexi- 
co, while they are expensive curios in 
this country and are sought after for 
portieres, cosy corners, etc., that imply 
a state of luxury which the Mexicans 
who own them do not know. 

‘The lives of the American officers of 
the mines are large! taken up with 
work and our amur@ent have to be 
made up for and amviag ourselves. We 
have a sort of clubhouse with billiards, 
a swimming pool, etc. and we have 
music, including the popular Mexican 
songs. These last usually begin in a very 
tender,a pparently sad serain, and to one 
who does not understand the language 
they are pathetic to th® end. But the 
love songs, however tender, usually end 
with something very material, such as a 
specu’stion as to what will be _ the 
amount of the marriage offering to the 
padre, or a suggestion in pious cadence 
that everybody take a drink, with a final 
promise that San Jose in heaven will pay 
for it. 

“The general manager of the Batop- 
ilas Mining Company is the famous ex- 
Governor Shephard, of New York, who 


was known twenty years ago in the | 


political world as “‘Boss’’ Shephard. With 
his family he has lived in Mexico for 
eighteen years, and his work has been 
immensely successful. The several mines 
which are under the control of this 
company are operateu according to the 
most modern principles and some of 
the most marvelous feats of modern 
engineering have been achieved to make 
them the splendid producers they are. 
One tunnel in the mountains which bears 
the silver actually from the vein to the 
valley ready for packing and transpor- 
tation, the underground route being 
much less expensivé’ than one over the 
mountains would be, required eighteen 
years in the building, and cost an im- 
mense sum, and the water power for the 
mines is secured in @ manner that is an 
equally magnificent e ple of modern 
engineering. 

“The legends concerning the origin of 
the mines are oftentimes very romantic 
and there is usually gq mixture of truth 
and fiction in them. One of t.ie most in- 
teresting of these stories is that of the 
mine called Pastrana, wnich is named 
after the discoverer and is not now work- 
ed 


“Pastrana was a Spaniard who was ex- 
iled from his country on account of his 
murder of a nobleman. He was one of 
the first Spanish settlers in this country, 
and it was while working in a Mexican 
mine, that he dreamed he was to discover 
anew one. He asked for spiritual guid- 
ance and was directed, it is said, to 
look out of a certain church window 
in a specified direction toward a moun- 
tain in the vicinity and he would see 
the spot where thé rich vein of silver 
he sought was to be found. He did so, 
and opened the mine, wh.ch yielded a 
fabulous amount of ore, but shortly af- 
ter its opening caved in, entombing the 
discoverer within it.’ His son’ reopened 
the mine, made, Vast Wealth from it, went 
to Spain where he was knighted, and re- 
turned to continue his work, but the 
mine again caved i burying 200 miners, 
and the story ¢oncitifies that its evident 
evil destiny has prevelited its ever being 
reopened. The ‘real reason, however, is 
that a tremendous amount of money 
would be required ‘to remove’ the ef- 
fects of the two disasters and the legends 
of the wealth of thé mine are not well 
enough authenticated to warrant the 
risk of the vast sum of money required 
for excavation.’’ 

Mr. Yeandle’s descriptions of the life and 
work in Mexico were graphic and his sub- 
jects well chosgn, but he neglected to 
tell of many adventures in which he 
was the hero, these stories with the ro- 
mantic color, being ‘learned from other 
sources. 

Among them were his achievements in 
a lion hunt and a ‘brave ride alone over 
the mountains when ‘he carried important 
dispatches that called for. greater haste 
than could be effected in any other way 
than by a light horseman with exchange 
of mounts—which happened to be mules 
—at each station, this journey, which 
usually required seven days, being ac- 
complished on this occasion in less than 
three, thus saving a great deal of trou- 
ble and confusion. ‘' LOUISE DOOLY. 


TO PAY MANLY’S SALARY 


Effort Being Made To Help Him in 
His Distress. 


HE IS DANGEROUSLY ILL 


Police Commissioner Johnson Wants 
Board To Help ex-Chief of Po- 
lice—Will Probably Be Done.

Commissioners Brotherton and Fox 
have agreed to the proposition and Com- 
missioner Jones says he thinks he will 
favor the matter when it is brought up 
to be acted upon. The other commis- 
sioners are out of the city. Commis- 
sioner Johnson says he will not have the 
matter brought before the board until he 
finds that it is not opposed by any mem- 
ber. 

It is believed that the salary of ex- 
Chief Manly will in this way be paid. He 

as been on the force for twenty-five 
years and now that he is ill and in need 
it is not probable that the board will 
decline to aid him.
